SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 10.— At the 
tueeting of the State Board of Education 
to-day the committee on the granting of 
high school diplomas recommended that 
high school educational diplomas be 
granted only to those who had' taught snc- 
' cessfolly for at least eight months in the 
State University, one of the State normal 
schools or a high school of this State ; that 
high school life diplomas be granted only 
on twenty-four months' successful' teach- 
ing' i'l one of the similar euucutional insti- 

K iitor-in-Chief M. H. V. Raymond pre- 
sented his report, showing that the new 
lonrth reader was fully electrotyped, want- 
Ini; only an orJer from tho Ooard to print 
the first edition. Xhe revised copy of the 
new third reader is nearly all with the 
printer, and the remainder will be placed 
in his hands by the end of the week. Both 
the books, withont any rauonable doubt, 
will be ready for the market by July 1. 

The grammar is arranged in three dis- 
tinct departments to cover relatively the 
sixth, seventh and eighth years of school. 
The first section is now entirely completed, 
the second snbstantially so and the third 
well under way.

tendency of creating a bitterfeelingagainst 
the railroad company. I greatly fear it 
will make the burden of taxation so heavy 
upon the company that it wili be unable 
to bear it; it will retard the growth of the 
counti^ and thus hurt the traffic of the 
road. 

"I shall devote myself to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Tacoma Railway and Motor 
Company and to the finances of the 
Yakima Investment Company." 

Mr. Schultze moved here from Portland 
about eight years ago and has been a potent 
factor in developing the resources of the 
State. He will make Tacoma his home.

SEATTLE, Wash., April 10.— A storm of 
wind, rain, hail, thunder and lightning of 
unprecedented severity burst over this 
city about 5:30 p. x. to-day, and although 
it lasted only about half an hour, it lashed 
the sound into a fury and tore down tele- 
graph and telephone wires in all direc- 
tions, completely isolating the city from 
the rest of the world for the night. The 
wind reached a velocity of sixty miles an 
hour. 

A sailboat, in which William Dodson 
and wife were rc>ming over from Blakfley, 
was swamped, and the couple, after cling- 
ing to the boat half drowned, were rescued 
by the steamer Flyer. 

The steamers. Sehome and Nortii Pacific 
were torn from their moorings and drifted 
across to the wharf, but suffered no 
damagb. 

Chimneys were Mown down, plate-glass 
windows were burst in and tin roofs torn 
off. 

A tree struck a train on the Seattle, Lake 
Shore and Eastern road at Lake station 
and knocked several cars into Lake Wash- 
ington. About 800 telephones in the city 
were burned out at the switchboard.

6ACRAMEST0, Cal., April Itt— There 
■was a council of war in the gubernatorial 
Mceptioiv-room this afternoon, called to- 
gether by his Exeellency for the purpose 
of consulting as to the best method to be 
employed m the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Guard to conform to ilie new law 
passed by the late Legisluturo. which pro- 
vides that the military force of the State 
must consist of three brigades, instead of 
the present number, which is ?ix, and 
these brigades must consist of sixty-nine 
companies instead of seventy-two. 

Major-General Dimond opened the cam- 
paicn by stating that he was under the im- 
pressioii that the new law did not go into 
effect until May 1, but Governor Bodd de- 
cided that it went into effect immediately 
and that instant action was necessary. 

Bnxadier-General' Dickinson then sug- 
gested that the National Qoard be reorgan- 
ized on the following basis: The First and 
Becond brijtades to remain as they are and 
all other companies south of the Te- 
hachapi Mountains to be included in the 
Third Kri(:adp. 

Governor Budd filed an immediate ob- 
jection to this proji'ct by saying that he 
was opposed to any geographical division, 
made with regard to north and south. 
There had already been too much talk and 
comparisan between the northern and 
southern portions of the State, and he did 
not belieVe in anything that wotild tend 
to stimulate the sentiment that seemed to 
be rapidly growine toward a division be- 
tween the sections. He had made a study 
of the question and thought it advisable to 
include the whole of the San Joaquin 
Valley in the distri- t south of the Te- 
hechapi in one brigade. ;:ie coast counties 
in another, and the Sacramento Valley 
counties, north of San Joaqoin, should con- 
stitute the third. 

"I did not study this question as* map," 
continued his excellency, "but on aoeonnt 
of defense or attack, and while we are re- 
organising we may as well do it for service. 
I am also in faror of not only cntting out 
the three or fire companies necessary to 
conform with tbt new law, bat all com- 
panies that are slack, eren ii we go below 
the limit." 

Major-Oeneral Dimond said that he 
coincided with the Governor in fUe plan 
suggested. It was iier.iical with that 
which had been vroposed by the United 
States inspecting officer on his.'tisSt to the 
coast two years ago. 

After considerable diaensaion the plan 
was adopted. 

Colonel HeDonald of the Second Ar- 
tillery, San Francisco, gave his views on 
the sabject of reorganisation, and after 
rendering an eloqnent tribnte to the 
efficiency of the Napa light battery said he 
thoiitcht that they could be attached to the 
brigade at Sacramento with advantage. 
He also stated that it was absolutely 
necessary that a cavalry company should 
be formed and stationed at San Francisco. 

"Can you get horses there?" asked the 
Governor. 

"Oh, yes," responded the colonel. "We 
can get horses. 

"Well, if you get horses can yon get men 
who can ride themT" qnestioned the Gor- 
eznor.

General Montgomery of Chico made a 
sudden attack upon the assemblage by say- 
ing: "It seems to be agreed that from 
three to five companies must be mustered 
ont, what companies must go?" 

"You're ahead of time, general," said his 
Excellency. "We must wait and find out." 

It was then suggested by a member of 
the council that two companies in the 
southern portion of the State and one in 
the northern were not ud to the standard, 
aor within a mile of it, but that this was 
a matter for future consideration. 

General Dickinson thought the selection 
of the oompaniea to be mnsterad oat shotild 
be left untU after the annoal inspection, 
which would take place in six weeks, and 
in the meantime a qoiet investigation 
ooold be instituted among the headquar- 
ters of the various companies tor the pnr^ 
pose of ascertaining their efficiency. 

Oovemor Budd declared that the com- 
panies should be mustered out imme- 
diately, as the new law only provided for 
the payment of $I(lO to each of the sixty- 
nine companies, and he wanted it distinct- 
ly understood that from this time on the 
various companies must actually expend 
and account for every dollar of their allow- 
ance w return it to the State treasury. He 
did not think (100 per month too large a 
■am to be expended on any company, but 
was decidedly opposed to any company 
hoarding up the people's money at the ex- 
pense of their proper equipments. He be- 
lieved that when a company was needed in 
actual service they should be fully equipped 
with haversacks, canteens, blankets and 
overcoats, so th.it they coold take the field 
at a moment's notice. 

Colonel H'-nshaw of riiico said $100 per 
month was little enough for the current 
expenses of any company. He could make 
a far better company with I'AKj. 

"I acknowlcd;r" that fa' t," said the Gov- 
ernor, "and I want all of the appropriated 
sum spent on each company and no more 
boarding of funds. That business must

STOCKTON, Cal., April la— The mother 
of Charles Tritving, a 14-year-old boy of 
this city, intends to bring suit for heavy 
damages against the California Naviga- 
tion and Improvement Company, owners 
of the steamer Mary Garratt.

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 10.— Another 
suit to contest the constitutionality of the 
income tax has been instituted in the Cir- 
cuit Court here. It is an action inequity, 
brought by Charles Allen of Greenlield, 
Mass, against the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company et al. 

In his bill of complaint the complainant, 
.iftcr setting forth the organization of the 
railroad company, the amount of personal 
property held by it and other matters in 
relation thereto, declares that he is in- 
formed the company intends to pay, tmder 
the provisions of the income tax law, a tax 
of 2 per cent CO all itanet profits and in- 
come for the year 1894. 

The bill then avers that the income tax 
law is unconstitutional, in that if said tax 
is collectable upon the company's income 
and profits it is a direct tax in respect of 
the railway property, fixtures and appur- 
t(-naiici'S operated and ownel by the de- 
fendant roniiiany by being imposed upon 
the income and profits thereof, the same 
being real estate, and in liKewise a direct 
ta\ in respect of its personal property by 
being imposed upon the income and profits 
thereof, which direct taxes are not appor- 
tioned among the several States, as re- 
quired by the constitution of the United 
States. 

The ncn-rmiformity of the law is then 
pointed out at length, after which the bill 
declares that the exemption of insurance 
companies, savings banks and institutions 
constructed on the mutual plan, etc.. is un- 
constitutional in that these exemptions 
operate to arbitrarily free said companies 
from the paymmtof their )ast proportion 
of taxation. 

The bill further sets forth that the tax is 
unconstitutional for the reason that it im- 
pairs vested property rights. The com- 
plainant therefore prays that defendants 
be restrained fn»i T(dnntarily complying 
with the income tax law, and that he be 
eranted such other relief as the court may 
deem meet. 

SVrrLEMESTAL JiEGULATIOyS.J 

Ineome-Tax Offieiala Are Agreed Upon 
the Main Pointa. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April lO.-The 
income-tax ofHcials expect to complete 
their supplemental regulations to-morrow. 
.\ll of the main points to be covered have 
been practically agreed upon, and to-night 
the Commissioner expects to put them in 
proper form. There seems to be no ques- 
tion that taxes, whether State, county or 
municipal, or whether on personal or real 
property, except such as are intended to 
directiy benefit the property taxed such as 
street improvemento taxes, may be de- 
ducted from the income tax to be returned. 
As to rents from mixed property, such as 
a furnished hotel, the Commissioner will 
no doubt hold tiiat the owner must him- 
self separate the ta.vable from the non- 
taxable, and state the proportion of the 
rents derived from each. In making re- 
turns, taxpayers will be obliged to state in 
detail what the exemptions are, including 
the amount of rents received, and on what 
particular property.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 10.— At a 
meeting of the local board of Fire Under- 
writers this evening, it was agreed mem- 
bers should cease rate-cnttinK for the 
present This resolution is not likriy to 
improve the sitnation, liowever, as two of 
the companies outside the anion ate slash- 
ing rates right and left, and members of 
the board are compelled to meet the cats 
in self-protection. The companies referred 
to are taking risks fOr almost nothing, and 
the board is endeavoring to force them into 
the compact, and pot an sndtotheroinous 
competition. 

As an illustration of the rates the "free 
lance" companies ar"offcring one of them 
to-day quoted a yearly premium of $82 72, 
as against |1034 charged by the Ixiard of 
underwriters on a policy of |&4,000 on the 
City Hall. 

Another meeting of the board will be 
called shortly to carry the war into Africa 
if necessary. Most of the agents say that 
if the war becomes general it will be disas- 
trous to both insurea and insurers. Agents' 
commi.ssious, they say, will dwindle to 
nothiupr, and tne revenue.'' of the compa- 
nies will be so decreased that many of the 
smaller ones w ill be forced out of business. 
The transfer of the risks they carry to 
other companies will, they say, be an in- 



convenience to the assured and many poli- 
cies will become absolutely worthless. 

lOir SAXES TO SPOKAXB.

WBLTJjASD, Os., April 10.— The new 
freight rate from Portland tc> Spokane over 
tite Oreaon Bailway and Navigation line 
went into effect to-day. It is one-half the 
rate between St. Paul and Spokane. 

There was a meeting of railway offlcials 
in the ofBce of General Freight Agent 
Campbell of the Oregon Railway and Nav- 
igation Company to-day to discuss the 
matter. There were present General 
Traffic Manager .1. M. Hannaford of the 
Northern Pacific, Assistant General Freight 
Agent Fulton of the Northern Pacific and 
Assistant-General Traffic Manager Shelby 
of the Great Northern. They commenced 
an informal discussion of the questions at 
issue, but are not yet pnpared to disolose 
the results. 

The territory tribnta^ to %okane and 
considered by her ^nebants exclusively 
theirs will be^nvaded by the wholesalers 
and the jobbers of this city, and conse- 
quently there have been efforts by the 
shippers of the Eastern Washington cities 
to frustrate the contemplated reduction by 
the Oregon Bailroad and Navlgatien Com- 
pany. 

Both the-Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific are opposed to the reduction, 
for they find the long haul— from St. Paul 
to Spokane — more profitable than the short 
haul— from Portland to Spokane. They 
haveendeavond'to maintain the present 
rates. 

The Oregon Railway and Navigation has 
no road to the East, and it will, therefore, 
get a larger part of the traffic to the Spo- 
kane territory, for the commodities will 
be sold from this city and the sound in- 
stead of from the Kast.

FRESNO, Cal., April 10.— The original 
features in this, the tiiird day's hearing of 
the Sanders forgery trial, was the intro- 
duction by the prosecution of new evidence 
to show that William Wootton, the miss- 
ing Reedly rancher, was not with Sanders 
when the latter drove away from the Woot- 
ton ranch on the evening Of February 1 of 
last year. 

M. M. Record and Newton Wiseman, 
the new witnesses, saw Sanders driving on 
the road to Reedly only a mile from the 
Wootton hou.se, and were positive there 
was no one with Sanders. 

This testimony, while of little value in 
the forgery case, is held to strengthen the 
opinion of the detectives and experts that 
Wootton never left the house alive and 
that his body is hidden somewhere around 
the house. A number of witnesses were 
called to testify as to the references made 
by Sanders to Knausch and Graves, the 
mysterious individuals whom no one but 
Sanders has seen and who, after a whole 
year's search, still remain undiscoverable 
by either the prosecution or the defense.

Sympathizers In the Cause for In- 
dependence Receive Some En- 
couraglngr Reports. 



TAMPA, Fl.k., April 10.— Late reports 
from Havana assert that the steamer Man- 
ulita has arrived from Santiago with over 
300 wounded Spanish soldiers. They were 
taken to the hospital steamer because the 
hospitals at Santiago are crowded. A let- 
ter from Santiago mentions a battle at 
Trosenes, near the Cantor River, in which 
the Spanish general, 8alceda| with 1000 
men engaged a band of revolutionista un- 
der BabL The Spanish loss was said be 380, 
while the Cuban loss was 4 killed and 90 
wounded. The Spanish troops were mostly 
boys, and in the battle pity was taken on 
many who were caught and their lives 
were spared. 

Maceo has organized a large force in 
Santiago province. Since his arrival 800 
soldiers, who fought under him in the 
former revolution, have joined hini. They 
are principallv from Majaguabo, Maceo's 
old home. At a meeting of all Cuban clubs 
last night Joseph Marti was elected dele- 
gate or president, and Benjamin Ouerra as 
treasurer. This is the third oonsecative 
election. 

PH1LADEI.PHIA. Pa., April 10.— Some 
startling details of the snccessful efforts of 
the insurgenta to gain entrance into the 
port of Baracoa. on the north side of Cuba, 
and the wreck of the small British schooner 
that brought them to that place, the shoot- 
ing' of lit-r master by the Spanish soldiers 
and the imprisonment of her entire crew, 
was told by the officers of the Norwegian 
steamship Spero, which arrived to-day 
from that port. 

Excitement runs high at Baracoa and 
the majority of the rebels of that place 
seem to sympathize ^th the insurgents. 
The large number that 'were landed on the 
British schooner, whub foundered before 
her name could be learned, made good 
their escape after a hot fight with the 
Spanish soldiers, fifteen of whom were dan- 
gerously_woimded and are in the hospital. 
This occurred on April 1, but up to the 
time the Spero left none of them bad been 
captured and they are supposed to be pro- 
ceeding overland to El Cohre, outside of 
Santiago, the scene of most of the insur- 
rection. 

The condition of affairs in Baracoa, 
which is the center of nearly all the banana 
plantations of Northern Cuba, is assuming 
serious shape, and nearly all the laborers 
are being pressed Intn the servioeof the 
revolutionary «ntty. Over W men gave 
up work the day the Spero left and joined 
the ranks of the insurgente. The harbor 
of Baracoa is being watched by the Span- 
ish gunboat Espana and any further land- 
ing of troops from the insurpoiit forces at 
this point will probably be prevented. 

One of the passengers said that the 
shooting of the English captain was an ac- 
cident which happened while he was being 
taken to jail by the Spanish soldiers. He 
was shot through the head and died in- 
stantly. No one in Baracoa seemed to 
know his name nor the vessel he com- 
manded. The sailors who were on hoard 
have ail been cast into dungeons at Bara- 
coa and are being closely guarded. 

The insorgoits that ware on board the 
schooner were wdl armed and supplied 
with a lot of gold. The distance overland 
toSantiago is not far, but the country is 
mountainous in this locality and they 
would not be able to re-enforce the in- 
surgent forces for a week or ten days. 

On the night of April 1 a Spanish mail 
steamship landed at Baracoa 200 troops 
brought up from other sections of Cuba. 
The Spiro visited Mata and other small 
towns in Cuba, but all was quiet there. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 10.— The 
Ward line steamer Seneca from Havana 
arrived at her pier to-day. She brought 
twenty-five passengers, the majority of 
whom were Cubans. 

N. D. O'Neil of Brantford, Canada, was 
among the cabin passengers. He has been 
in Cuba for the past two months for his 
health. He said the rebels were steadily 
gaining ground. All foreigners who land 
in Havana are closely watched by the 
athorities and subjected to much incon- 
venience. 

Arrests were frequent in Havana, and 
the day the steamer saile<l eighteen Cubans 
were taken into custody by the Spaniards 
and confined in Moro Castle. 

MADRID, Spaih, April la— An official 
dispatch from Havana oonflrms the report 
of tVe death of General Onillenno Hon- 
cada, the famous negro leader of the 
rebels. Onillermo, as be wa4 more gener- 
ally known, died yesterday. HepoMessed 
very great influence among the people of 
his ractf in the island of Cuba.

NON-UNION MEN GO OOT. 



Rather Forcible Persuasion 
Used by the Armed 
Miners. 



Riots Narrowly Averted In thwa Dis- 
turbed District of Miners- 
ville. 

POMEROY, Ohio, April 10.— At ^ p. m. 
40O strikers and sympathizers from Syra- 
cuse, New Haven, Hartford City, Mason 
and Pomeroy massed at Miners\ ille, "to 
persuade" or force the non-union men 
workinj; in the Williams mine to lay down 
their tools and come out. 

They formed in ranks, four abreast, and 
marched up the street to the mine and 
formed to await the appeuance of the 
miners as they came ont at the dose of the 
day's work, behig forUdden by'ttie opera- 
tors to trespass on private grounds. 

At 4 o'clock the men came ont and were 
met by a committee of seven of the strikers, 
who used persuasive means to induce them 
to join the strikers. For two hours the 
twenty-three men held out stubbornly, 
with the 4iX) strikm massed about them 
on a vacant lot. 

They were assured by Master Workman 
Eli Thomas that they would be amply 
cared for in case they joined the strikers. 
Once a riot was nearly started by Mrs. 
Manly, wife of the leader of the non-union 
men, parading up and down the street 
with a revolver under her apron, and de- 
claring she would shoot the first man tliat 
molested her. 

Finally the non-union men agreed to 
join the strikers. This announcement was 
greeted by cheers and a volley of pistol 
shots into the air. 

All parties were armed and made no at- 
tempt to conceal the fact. 

The affair has ended most fortunately in 
that there was no bloodshed as expected. 
An assanlt wiB be made on fhCPeaOock 
mine Saturday, it being now the only mine 
in the bend not paying the 2-cent rate. 
One hundred and four men are working 
there.

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 10.— The 
World to-morrow will say: Dr. Rafael 
Carabano, Consul-General of Venezuela, 
has resigned and will sail for home to- 
morrow. 

Several months ago the Consul attended 
a dinner at the Windsor Hotel, given by 
Joseph Hernandez, one of the Venesnelan 
refugees from his country, in this city. 
The dinner was merely to celebrate the 
termination of a civil suit, in wliich the 
general was interested. 

News was promptly sent to Caracasihat 
the Consul-General had given the dinner 
to General Hernandez and was associating 
with enemiesof the (lov. mnu nt. Recently 
Dr. Carabano received letters from friends 
faying that President Crespo was dis- 
pleased with his reported conduct and had 
expressed tinfavorable criticisms. 

Although no notice was otfioially taken 
of the report and the Consul was not called 
to account, he felt very indignant at the 
unjust erittcisms ahd decided to resign.

OMAHA., Kebr., April 10.— Frank Rose- 
berrv, an Omaha real estate dealer who 
lef: i.ere suddenly two weeks ago, is alleged 
to l ave been connected with some very 
extensive swindling through bogus mort- 
gages placed with Eastern investors. He 
has for years done a large business as a 
loan broker, handling many mortgages. 
Since evidence of his crookedness has de- 
veloped it is believed be is very deeply in- 
volved, aggregating many thousands. The 
instances which came to light yesterday 
were through the commercial agency of 
Snow, Church & Co. They were instituted 
to fo;eclosp on mortgages held by John B. 
'Watts, Sarah EL Stryker and others of 
Eastern Pennsylvania. Each had advanced 
JIOC") on tiie instruments, which purported 
to ' over valut'.ble Omaha realty, and were 
api-arently recorded in pro]>er form. In- 
vestigation developed that all the persons 
whose names appeared as mortgaging this 
property were myths, and the lots were 
■ not in existence. The notary and recorder 
of deeds signatures were forged. 

Boseberry, during V^'m, was making city 
loans for various i>arties in the East, and 
the conclusion is that he would make out 
a mortgage, sign .some I'lctitious name to 
it, put on its face the stalements always 
entered by the Registrar of Deeds and then 
"forge the Registrar's name to it. rer. iving 
the money for "gilt-edged s<curitv" and 
putting it into his pocket. He must have 
kcjit up the interest on the mortgages, for 
they have not t)efore been sent to this city 
for foreclosure. The amount of the for- 
geries cannot now be estimated, but judg- 
ing from circumstances it will reach far 
. into the thousands, /and his Eastern vio- 
tims will probably be many, for Boseberry 
was loaning money right and left and 
using it to plunge with on the Board of 
Trade.

During the time through which the joint 
executive reorganization committee lias de- 
voted itself to forming this plan your directors 
have given unceasing attention to it, and have 
left nothing undone toinsure on the part of 
the committee a knowledge and ctm^ideration 
of all possible and pertinent iiu U hihI ojiinions 
relating to a proper recognition of the ehare- 
holders. In every feaM>le way the views of 
yoor directors and indlvldtial share holders and 
their friends have been brought to the atten- 
tion of the committee. What has been com- 
municated to It has also been communicated, 
so inT as V as proi-er, to many independent 
parties of great financial strength, whose in- 
terest in the property has been repeatedly and 
earnestly appealed to or aoUeited. No new in- 
terest seemed willing to undertake so great a 
task as the one presented. The joint executive 
reorganization committee, therefore, has been 
alone in the field so far as rdates to the actual 
promulgation of a plan.

LAHBERTVILLB, H. J., AprU lO.-Not 
since the freshet of UG2 has the Delaware 
River been so h%h «s it was to-day. All 
the bouses on the river front are flooded 
and families are moving their furniture in 
boats. The railroad bridge at Martin's 
Creek is under wau r .md nothing can save 
it from going down, but heavily loaded 
cars were run on it during the night. 

Should this bridge give way all the 
bridu'es from Easton to Trenton will prob- 
ably go down. Many factories have been 
flooded and the aggregate loss will be 
great. Much excitement prevails and the 
banks are lined with people. 

BELVIDEBE, N. J.. AprU 10.— Much 
damage has been done by the freshet in 
the Delaware Biver here. The plant of 
the Belvidere Water Company has been 
considerably damaged. Dwellings on 
Water street were so flooded that the in- 
mates had to be taken away in boats. 

The large icehouse of Boardman Broth- 
ers was swept away with thousands of tons 
of ice. Farmers have sustained great 
losses along the liver. The waters are 
receding to-night.

TROY, N. Y., April 10.— The biggest 
freshet in the Hudson in years is threaten- 
ing this point. The water bi-gan to 
rise rapidly yesterday, and the heavy 
rains which fell last night added to the 
flood from the melting snow and ice north 
of here. The water is fourteen feet above 
low-tide mark. All the docks from State 
dam sdntii are sai imerged. All the ferries 
have suspended, tfnd considerable damage 
has been done to property in cellars and

Samuel Whitebread, a Liberal member 
of the House Committee on Selections 
since 1866, nominated Gulley for the 
speakership. 

Right Hon. Sir John Mowbray, Conser- 
vative, chairman on the committee on 
selections since 1S74, nominated the Right 
Hon. Sir Matthew Ridley, Conservative 
member for Blackpool Division of Lanca- 
shire. 

A. J. BaUdor supported , Kidlay's nomi- 
nation. 

Sir William Vernon Harconrt, Chancellor 
of the Bxcheqner, a Liberal leader, said he 
regrttted that Bidfour had given a party 
chaiactar to tiie proceedings. The yote re- 
sulted: Ayes 235, noes 274. 

The election of Gulley to the speaker- 
ship was attnuied by exciting scenes. Bal- 
four said that it was wrong that a man so 
absolutely unknown in a parliamentary 
capacity as Mr. OuUey should be nomi- 
nated. Sir William Vernon Ilarcourt re- 
plied warmly, and Balfour again arose. 
He was received with loud cries oi 
"Spoken, spokei:^" from the MeCarthy- 
ites, led by Thomas Healy. 

This continned for seTeral minntes,while 
Balfour stood unmoved at a table. Amid 
great excitement the members vainly en- 
deavored to induce Healy to desist. There 
were loud, angry cries of "Name," but the 
chair being vacant it was impossible to call 
him to order. Ultimately, however, Bal- 
four was aUow ed to speak.

WASHINGTON, D. C, AprU lO.-Sen- 
stor Dubois, who has just returnea from 
New York, says : 

"It requires but little effort to discover 
that the silver sentiment is making rapid 
progress throughout the Kast. Mr. Depew 
is reported to have said that the East was 
almost unanimously in favor of a single 
gold standard; that 99 out of every I'JU 
people in the East were gold mono- 
metallists. 

"Unless he was misquoted he has cer- 
tainly not been very observing. I will 
venture the assertion that a large number 
of the employes of his road favor a full 
restoration of silver by this country alone. 
Probably the directors and large stock- 
holders do not. I have taken some pains 
to talk with cardrivers and conductors and 
laboring men in New York City during the 
past six weeks, also witli a very consider- 
able number of busim ss men, and know 
there is a most dccideii free-silver senti- 
ment even in New York City. 

"The producers, wuge-earner.s and busi- 
ness men of moderate means do not listen 
any longer with patience to advocates of 
the gold standard. They are no longer 
frightened by stock phrases of 'Cheap 
money,' '50-cent dollars,' 'Silver 
Barons,' etc. They know they are hurt. 
They understand that times are hard and 
see no prospect of their getting better. 

"People realize now that the prosperity 
promised did not follow the repeal of the 
Sherman act and they understand that 
we are on a gold basis and that the money- 
holders intend to keep us there. They 
know tli;it there is not ouliicient t;old to 
serve as a safe basis for money and that a 
large majority of onr people will continue 
in want and suffering until silver is again 
placed alongside of gold as a basis for cur- 
rency. 

"In my judgment the outlook for silver 
is brighter. A gieit majority of voters 
want it restored, and they will find a way 
to secure what they want They will not 
be fooled any more with meaningless reso- 
lutions in national platforms, nor by poli- 
icians who talk one way and vote another. " 

The leaders of the new silver party are 
said to be laying plans for the attempted 
conversion of the labor elements of the 
East to the free-silver doctrine. They are 
credited with the opinion that the e.xisti^ 
unrest and dissatisfaction among the labor- 
ing classes can ho used to excellent advan- 
tage in furthering their plans. 

An outline of their intentions, furnished 
to-day, contains the statement that they 
will charge that much of the trouble of the 
laboring classes is doe to what they term 
contracted currency and to the monopoly 
of the goldbugs. 

Socialistic classes will be arrayed against 
the gold standard as being synonymous 
with capital and monopoly. Wall street 
and the Rothschilds were set up as the 
bugbears of the workingmen, and were re- 
spon.sible for all their ills, and the free 
coinage of silver and enlarged circulatitig 
medium will be suggested as the Only cure 
for the existing troubles. 

Hnndre<ls of books and pamphlets pre- 
senting the silver question are being cir- 
culated throughout the country. Every 
time an Eastern man makes a declaration 
in |favi» of free coinage the promoters of 
the new party seize upon it eagerly and 
give it the widest circulation. 

On the other hand, the assertion of 
Senator Sherman that free coinage "would 
result in the most tremendous financial 
panic this country has ever known, and 
would paralyze business and trade beyond 
anything ever known by any nation in the 
world." is hooted as merely the raving of 
a "goldbng." 

DMSovircxn bt rAzmnx, 

Ma Speak* of the Call for Free Mirer in 
\o Measnrrd Tprme, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 10.— From 
present indications, United States Senator 
John M. Palmer proposes to fight the so- 
called free-silver Democrats of Illinois to a 
finish. The venerable Senator this even- 
ing made such a declaration. 

"I am in this fight to stay," he said, "and 
I will not be beaten either. 

"Some members of the State committee 
were in the secret, others were not. Some 
of the committee attached but little impor- 
tance to the meeting of the State commit- 
tee and gave their proxies thoughtlessly, 
and others who appeared in person are re- 
ported to have asked some delay in a 
measure which was intended by the man- 
agers to separate the Democracy of Illinois 
from the Democratic party of other States. 

"I had no notice, formal or otherwise, of 
the meeting of the State committee, nor do 
I understand that the Democracy of the 
State was better informed than I was. 
When the committee a»embled,I am told, 
a call for a convention to tneet in June was 
jnoduced, <rf which Mr. HInrichsen wasthe 
author. On this call the Democracy of the 
State was told by the committee that the 
only question befota the country is that of 
the currency. There are other statements 
in the call to which I only revert for a 
moment. One of them is that the Federal 
election laws are repealed, never to be re- 
enacted, when there are good reasons for 
believing that upon a return of the Repub- 
lican party to power they will enact laws 
still more vigorous in character. 

"It is further declared in the call that no 
general tariff legislation wHI be attempted 
for many years, while it is known that 
upon a return of the Republican party to 
power they will attempt to apply and ex- 
tend the doctrine of protection to the 
foreign commerce of the United States. 
Protection, with all of its socialistic fea- 
tures, is republicanism. I repeat that, in 
my opinion, the call for a State convention 
was issued as a means of entrapping the 
Democratic party into th« silver move- 
ment. 

"The call is without precedent, not only 
in the history of the Democratic party in 
Illinois, but of any other party in other 



States.'

Am Erpfrt ilor^rniiifnt Engraver Exam- 
inee the Counterfeit Stamp*. 

WASHINGTON. D. C, AprU 10.— A 
quantity of the counterfeit stamps were 
sent from the Postoffice Department to the 
bureau of engraving and printing to be ex- 
amined by the chief of the bureau. After 
careful study the chief said that from cer- 
tain peculiarities he believed the paper on 
which the counterfeits were printed was 
manufactured in England and was 
gummed before it was ijrintccl. It could 
have been made in this country, however, 
without violation of law, as the manufac- 
ture of paper for postage stamps is not i)ro- 
hibitcd as is that intended for greenbacks. 

Recently the bureau has decided to adopt 
paper having a certain distinguishing wa- 
termark, and the manufacture of paper 
with this mark wUl faU within the counter- 
feit laws. The ink used on the counter- 
feits, Mr. Johnson says, is of an ordinary 
character and could have been obtained 
easUy. The specially weak point of the 
present cotmterfeits la in the plate and 
press used. The impressions are good 
enough to deceive ordinary inspection, but 
their fraudulency is clearly evident on a 
close inspection without the aid of magni- 
fying glasses.

ARMOR-PIERCmG SHELLS 



Some Successful Tests Made 

at the Indian I-Iead Prov- 
ing Grounds. 



Projectiles That Will Explode After 
Passing Throush a Shlp^s 
Side. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April lO.-There 
were several interesting tests at the naval 
proving grounds at Indian Head to-day. 
First came an acceptance test of a semi- 
armor piercing 13-inch shell carrying a 
large explosive charge and representing a 
lot of fifty such sliells. This was required 
to pierce a 7-inch nickel-steel plate and 
carry its burst charge through in condition 
to explode on the other side. The shell 
tested to-day was of the Sterling type and 
completely met the conditions iiujiosed. 
It was made of forged steel and penetrated 
the plate without sensible deformation or 
fracture of the shell. Next came a test of 
fixed ammunition for a 6-inch rapid-fire 
gun, the largest gun of this type intended 
for naval use. The shells were made by 
the Winchester Arms Works and func- 
tioned perfectly. 

A few days aeo some tests were made of 
the service percussion fuse for shells of the 
6-inch guns when fired at 2-inch steel 
armor plates. The fuse then carried 
through the plates before exploding. 
There were further experiments to-day to 
settle an important point that had been 
left unsettled, namely, the distance that 
the shells c.irried beyond the jiiate before 
exploding. A plate was supported on piles 
over the water. Behind tlUs stakes were 
placed at intervals of six feet and an ob- 
server was stationed to. one to note 
where the explosioiu occurred. It was 
seen that the sheUs, after perforating the 
plates, burst at distances ranging from ten 
to thirteen feet in the rear. This was ex- 
actly what was wanted, as it insures the 
explosion of the shell in the interior of a 
ship if it gets through its side.

LO:.DON, Eng., -\pril 10.— The Eari ot 
Kimberly probably will lay before the 
House of Commons an elaborate reply to 
Senator Jlorgan's speech in the United 
States Senate on the Bering Sea question. 

The reply was prepared by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, and an analysis of many of 
Morgan's statements shows them, it 
is stated, to be^ erroneous in fact 
in many particulars and unjust in con- 
clusion. The subject is handled in the 
form of a report from Sir Julian as to the 
status of the negotiations for paying the 
claim of the masters of the Canadian seal- 
ers seized in Bering Sea. It shows Mor- 
gan erred in stating that ficticious values 
had been put on some of the vessels and 
cargoes seized. 

It also appears, it is stated, that Morgan's 
statement of interest is erroneous, 
and that no interest was included. Tho 
total amount is declared to be merely 
about one-half the just and reasonable 
aUowance agreed to by the Canadian 
masters, althotigh they finaUy agreed to a 
a reduction of their claims.

An Investigating Committee Re- 
ports That the Horse Was Held 
by Men Not In Favor. 



MEMPHIS, Tbs5., April 10.— The Amer- 
ican Turf Congress reassembled at noon 
to-day at the Peabody Hotel, and after a 
Khort'session took a leoess until eveniag to 
attend the races. 

In the matter of the location of fntnre 
meetings it was decided that they be held 
at the city in which a majority of the mem- 
bers are present at the time meetings are 
to be called. That was the reason for the 
selection of Memphis as the meeting- 
place this year, instead of Cincinnati, 
■where all- the previous meetings of the 
congress have been held. 

The committee appointed to inquire into 
the ownership of the horse Simmons, which 
was matched for a race with Dr. Rice at 
the St. Ix)ui3 Fair-grounds racetrack in 
the F;'rinp, made its report. Its finding 
was that an interest in the horse was held 
by men not in favor with the congress. 
The case was reopened at the night session, 
but disposed of. 

. The report of the committee on rules, 
which was laid aside temporarily last 
bight, was taken up and disposed of , the 
congress sitting until nearly 1 o'clock. A 
hi^mber of minor changes that were recom- 
mended by the committee were passed 
upon favorably by the congress. 

A cominitiee on jockey licenses was ap- 
pointed by Vice-Prcsi.Unt Montgomery, 
consisting of E. C. Hopper of Cincinnati, 
J. H. H. Keese of Memphis and Joseph A. 
ilurphy of Chicago. The licensing for 
jockeys was raised from $3 to $5, and the 
mles were amended so as to prohibit the 
jockeys owning horses from riding the 
horse of any other owner. The mles as to 
selling races was the subject of a pro- 
tracted discussion, this being one of the 
principal points of disagreement among 
the rules committee. 

By a close vote the congress decided that 
hereafter all ^oiling races are to be claim- 
ing races. The rule prohibiting any owner 
from enterint; more than one horse in a 
selling race was amended so that an owner 
may enter two horses in a selling rac«, but 
only in a selUng-stake race. 

In the event of the two horses entered 
by the same owner in a selling-stake race 
finishing tirs; and second one-half the ex- 
cess money is to go to the association and 
one-haU to the third horse. The ruling 
providing that unless three horses shall 
start in a race the race be declared off' was 
amended, the requisite number of starters 
being changed to four. 

The rti!e disqualifying horses whose 
jockeys weigh in after tne race with excess 
or under weight of more than two pounds 
was amended, removing the provision for 
disqualihcation in the case of overweight, 
leaving the provision a? to underweight as 
it now stands. , 

An effort was made to change the pres- 
ent r-ie p.-ovi-iir.- ''The express conditions 
ef any race .shall supersede all rules." but 
it failed, the result standing as heretofore. 
A new rule was adopted by the congress 
providing a scale of weights for steeple- 
chases. The scale is based npon the rules 
governing the weiffht-" for flat races, the 
minimum weight allowed being ISSpoonds 
and the maximum 175 pounds.

If the meeting contmnes until 
July 4 the Jockey Chibwill have to be more 
liberal with oompltmentary tickets, for by 
that time one of Unele Sam's doUaia will 
look larger to race-goers than a sulky- 
wheel witfiont a pneumatic tire. 

There was no bidding np in gelling races 
yesterday, but there was still a smoldering 
smudge from Tuesday's war. Sam llil- 
dreth, who lost his horse. The Lart, in the 
.stee))lechase Tuesday, claimed that Al 
Stanford, the owner and rider of Hay- 
market, who ran second in the race, and 
was benefited to the extent of f loO by the 
run-up, offered to saye the mnHip money 
with him. This Stanford denies, and the- 
two owners had a hot dispute over the 
matter. 

Hiidreth went to Secretary Milroy and 
entered a protest against In.-, ]i.iyii)"j; the 
coin over to Stanford, and ycsteiday when 
the latter went to collect his money he 
was informed that its payment had been 
protested. If Mr. Milroy will refer to the 
numl>er of the page and the line that en- 
ables him to withhold this money he will 
confer a great favor on race-goers that have 
raced on many tracks and haye yet to find 
this rule.

The one hundred and fortieth anniver- 
sary of the birth of Samuel Hahnemann, 
the scientist and lather of homeopathy, 
was celebrated at the Hahnemann Hospi- 
tal College yesterday.

LIRE PKIMITIVE MAN, i 

Natives of New Ciiiinea Low in Civiliza- 
tion's Scale. 

Like primitive mau the Papuans live, 
and like American savages they adorn 
themselves. Their 'women are, to be sure, 
putting palmleaf skirts around them, now 
that England, through ita trade-seeking 
merchants, ia taking some interest in that 
far-off and hitherto little known eotmtry, 
but the warriors — the males who do not 
light— still cling to the primeval habits of 
nature in the matter of dress. 

Sir William McGregor, K.C.M.G.,^ 
whom England and the English-speaking 
world is indebted for nearly all of the re- 
cent kuowieiige of British New Guinea, is 
now visiting England preparatory to start- 
ing on anotner tour of exploration— "in- 
spection" he prefers to call it. The Illus- 
trated London News has interviewed him 
about his plans and his past experiences. 

Much of the coimtry of New Guinea, it 
aeema,]* meimtainous, and most of Sir 
William'* expltarations were carried on at 
a height of from 10,000 to 13,000 feet above 
sea level. 

Between the Cingalese and the Papnans 
— the least civilized to-day certainly, of 
South Sea natives — there must naturally 
be a wide ^ulf fixed. It has been thought 
a wise thing, in managing the Papuans, 
to investigate and comprehend their tradi- 
tions, customs and ways of life ^nerally. 
A general line of custoih runs through the 
people, but that line is subject to all man- 
ner of variations. Polygamy is common 
and is based on the theory that 
the more wives a man has the 
more comfortable he will be. The de- 
scription of the marriage customs in one 
divi-i<in of the territory woiilii seem to in- 
dicate that the "advanced woman" is not 
necessarily a product of the highest civili- 
zation. In that part the Papuan woman 
takes the initiative, sending for the man ot 
her choice, who conies and takes beraway. 
Her relatives organize a demonstaation, 
and demand in return a sister of the bride- 

froom for a wife to a youth of their family, 
bus it is a case of fair exchange, but it is 
surely barter when, if there is no available 
sister, a jiaynicnt in currency — shark's 
teeth, say — is taken as substitute.

Mr. Whittier alighted from his car and, 
with the alertness of movement that al- 
most to the very last distinguished him, 
made his way to his exehange, a yotmg 
lady forced her way through the crowd. 

"Are you Mr. 'Whittier?" she inquired, 
breathlessly. Tlie poet assented. "Then 
wtni't you please write your name in my 
alBnmr' And she held ont her book, open 
at the desired page. 

The dark eyes flashed with a keen amuse- 
ment and passed swiftly from the pulling 
train— his train, on which in another mo- 
ment the bell would ring and from which 
the conductor was already crying "All 
aboard!" — to the eager and entreatinir face 
of the speaker. He appreciated the situa- 
tion, and he liked her pluck. He was will- 
ing enough to write bis name. But where 
was the pen ? He flashed his glance about

' will be to t he more enlightened races of the 
' coming ages, says the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser. The Hindoos believe in a 
pl.iralitv of heUs, IM In all. This gigantic 
apartment house, which has been especially 
prepared for the souls of the damned, is of 
unthinkable length and breadth, and has> 
walls more than 100 mUes in thickness. 
The intense heat of the interior keeps 
these walls at a white heat, and through 
their many loopholes shines light of such 
intense brightness that it burst? the eye- 
balls oi all who look in that direction, 
"even though they be removed from the 
fires bv a distance ot 400 leagdes."

A Wooden Railway. 

An interesting illustration of what a 
plucky commonity can do in the way of 
helping itseU where more conserratiTe 
folks would fold tiieir hands and wait for 
something to tnm np comes from Florida. 
The people ot two cities agreed that a 
transportation line connecting them across 
a sandy and nearly level tract of country 
would I'c a common advantage: but they 
wer e not rich and it was found impossible 
to raise the funds for laying the road. But 
they formed a company and held a meet- 
ing for the further discussion of ways and 
means. A director said that metal was 
not the only thing that rails could Demade 
of and he proposed that they should con- 
struct the road of wood. Each property- 
owner along the right of way could con- 
tribute his snare of wooden rails and the 
company could see to the rest. The idea 
was immediately taken np, and it was de- 
I cided to construct the road. The wood 
I rails are to be large enough to be laid so 
that they will be half imbedded in the sand 
i without other ballast. They will be held 
i in position bv wooden pins two inches in 
; diameter and eighteen inches long, while 
i the ends will be connected by blank conp- 
I lers placed underneath and pinned down. 
Although the line will be forty miles long, 
' not a pound ot metal will be used in the 
laving of the track. It is calculated that 
i the vegetable and passenger business be- 
i twcen the two cities will soon make the 
line a paying concern, and, as soon as the 
road can aSora it, steel rails will take the 
place of the woodeb ones, which wiU be 
used for ties. ▲ imall steam-dummy will 
furnish power, and the line will soon be in 
operation.

■ icjean, high-class paper, which gives all the 
legitimate news without regard to the cost, 

. and which Is devoting all of its energies not 
only to the protection of the commtmity against 
wrongs, but also to the promotion of those ma- 
terial enterprises which derck'p the resources 
01 the Stale and contribute to the happiness, 
security and prosperity oi our people. 

The Call has good reason to believe that 
the public approves its course. Many of 
tlie leading clergymen of the city, men 
tl,.it are revered by many and re«pect> d by 
all, have expressed their views on the sub-

I b'liove that it is jii-^t as reprehensible for 
the ne« .ipapers to publish the lottery adver- 
tisements as it is for the dealers to malce use of 
the mails to circulate such matter. The news-

Siards of commercial integrity. Invasion and 
direction are just as bad morally as direct 
^io;a:ion of laws, I»oca;:=o the moral deliii- 
tunnoy is in the intention. We ministers do 
iiut Vj*;!ieve in lotteries at all, and i am snre 
tjia: tb&T 1^ ;he position of most of the public. 
1 am satl^l,ed that lottery gambling is a very 
w:desi>r'-acl (.vU.

ail the papers will do likewise. There is a 
. great deal of harm done by the printing of 
such matter, for it demoralizes the fieopie of 
tlie country. Charles M. 8hortridge is to be 
commended for the stand he lias taken in this 
matter, and he w ill maintain it. Xo good fol- 
lows the publicity given to lotteries or any 
other kind of gambUnif, and everything that 
can be ought to be done to discotiiage such 
publicity. 

Kev. Dr. Dille of the Central Methodist 
Episcopal Church expressed himself in 
iew words when asked about the move- 
ment against lotteries. He said : 

The Call is to be congratulated on taking 

V:.'- initiative in suppressing lottery advertise- 
ijt«-:i!s. and every rlghi-thinkini; person will 
C'lir.iii^ii'l it for so doinff. Uk tc isiQom'if h 
gaioblmg i?ciiiig ou in this coramiinity. and too 
riucii lottery. Evervthing that oan be done to 
stop such wrong should be don.-. n::d the re- 
fusal to f>rint advertisements of thi'. class is 
lOne way to stop it. In our church I have fre- 
quently preached against this evil, and have 
Miown the young men the bad Influence of 
having sny thing to do with lotteries. 

The Hev. M. J. Furgeson of the Christian 
. Ciiurch is Btronf;ly opposed to lotteries of 
all kinds. On this subject he said : 

I am gtatiHed to note that the Call has 

Jtarted a movement against the lottery, which 
consider the most pemlctoas form of 
ifambltng. It is demoralizing, and inflicts a 
great hardship on many people, who could use 
tne money spent in that way for better pur- 
poses. It has been a matter of astonishment 
. fo me that people who declare that they abhor 
'gambling with cards and the like can deal in 
lotteries. I am at a loss to understand how 
tbey can reconcile their actions with their ex- 
pressed opinions. 

I have noticed that the attention of the minis- 
ters has been called to this matter, and I be- 
lieve it is right, lam oppoaed to lotteries in 
every shape — out of and in the church. I do 
not nelieve that such means should be resorted 
to in order to rai.se funds lor the cliurch. 
Monev for that purpose should be rul-ed by 
contributions. If every one who attends c.'iurch 
donated ia proportion to his means, churches 
would not resort to raffles and schemes of that 
kind to reiiie funds. I have preached against 
lotteries, and will say that newspaj^rs should 
not print anything in regard to them. 1 am In 
full sympathy with the Call in it> movement 
■gainst this kind of gambling. 

The Rev. W. H. Moreland. rector of St. 
Luke's Episcopal Church, in speakine of 
the Calls movement in regard to lot- 
terir-s. (,aj(i : 

1 rejoice that the Call has decided not to 
publish anything that will advance the in- 
tiereala of lottcrieR. The refusal to pub'tsh 
lottery advertisements Is a step in the right 
direction. It is to be hoped that the good 
example set will be followed by other news- 
papers. N'ot long since I preached ou the «ul>- 
lect of lottrrles and deplored the fact that 
some newspapers on one page printed a high 
nani editorial calling upon the people to re- 



spect and obey the laws and in the same 
Issue, even on the same page, printed the re- 
sulu of a lottery drawing in contravention ot 
law. These papers which thus violate the law 
set a bad example, and when people w ho see 
what they do follow tlie example set andri.se 
in violation of law these same papers are the 
first to call npon the militia to shooi down the 
men who have risen. 1 should like to see these 
papers practice what they preach. A promi- 
nent member of my congregation called iny 
attention to the fact that the Call had made 
the announcement that It had done with 
lotteries and I rejoiced that there was one 
paper that had taken a step in the right di- 
rection. There Isa spiritof eainbling in the 
land that is constantly increasing, and every 
movement to soppiess It Is to be commended. 

Kev. Eobert Mackratsie of the Fhrst Pres- 
byterian Cainrch, in leply to a question, 

Haid: 

This matterof suppressing information about 
lotteries Is one of great importance. The Call 
is right in the stand it has taken, and, In my 
ojdn ion, every paper ought to follow its ex- 
ample. What are these lists of results that are 
given? dnlye showing that a few have won 
Bomclhing; bui io \t r a word is said of the 
many who do nut w in iiiiything. I )ielieve that 
it is right that evt rvttiii'fT should be done to 
put down schemi s oi tins character, as they 
against good morals, against law, and demoral- 
ize communities in which they exist. 

Rev. John Hemphill, pastor of Calvary 

Church, said: 

The Call is to t»e commended for Its course 
in refusing to imblish lottery advertisements. 
I am opjHised to lottery. In fact, to all kinds of 
gambling, and am ready to do all I can, by 
voice or pen, to assist in siii>prcssing the evil. 
Newspapers ought not to j-ubllsh liitterv lists, 
ft»r they do more hsrm than many peofile have 
any idea of. cnn say for me that I am 

opposed to cxeryitiii!^ in the shape of lottery, 
no matter for aUis' porpose. Why, when the 
Mercantile I.ibniry i. fury ^tlicme was gotten 
up I preached n'Tui;>' i*. -cause it was wrong. 
I verily hc.lcve tlin' c„. misfortune of the 
litirary is the ontcoiuc oi the manner in which 
it obtfilncd its money. If people find dilBcnlty 
in <ibtainiiig the results of lottery drawings 
they wtll not be so ready to invest in schemes 
that impoverish the many {Or the benefit of 
the few. I am against anytUng by which a 



gambling. We in onr church do not sanction 
lotteries or raffles of sny kind and I think it 
would be better for the community if they 

could lie stopped altogether. The Call is 
moving in the right direction and it is to be 
praised forwhat it is doing trt put a stop to this 
sort of gambling. As for myself I am against 
any kind of lottery, be it in the church or else- 
where. 

The Itev. Herrmann Cordes, pastor of 
the Kninnuel Church of the BraDgelical 

Association, said: 

The resolution adopted by the Methodists in- 
dorsing the Call for its stand on the lottery 
question meets my views, and I indorse that 
action. I am glad to see that the njatter of lot- 
teries Is being agitated and that an effort is be- 
ing made to have Ihsm stopped, it possible. I 
have on many occasions preaehea against the 
evil of dealing in lottery schemes, and have 
addressed myself particularly to the younger 
members of the congregation. There are many 
who seem to think that there is no harm In 
deaHng in lotteries, but there is a great deal of 
harm in such dealing. Every means, legitimate 
of course, should be used to stop that kind of 
business. Mv opposition to this style of thing 
extends to all kinds of gambling, and I am op- 

Sosed to any kind of scheme where property is 
Ispoeed of by chance, even in church fairs or 
charitable entertainments. 

Rev. Paul Branke, pastor of the St. Paul 
German ETangelieal Lutheran Church, 

said: 

lam against lotteries first and last, for the 
reason that they take money from people who 
least can afford to spend their money that way. 
It is not a legitimate way of securing money. 
Heart and soul I am in favor of any movement 
that will stop this gambling, and I am sure 
that tne Call is entitled to the respect of all 
good citizens for refusing to publish any odver- 
tisement of lotteries a.s the result of the draw- 
ings. Now that this i-rusade is on I shall, when- 
ever an opp<irtunity nresents itself, point out 
to my congregation the evil results following 
the trading in lottery tlckeU, and will talk ou 
this subject during my bouse to house visits. 

The Rev. \V. C. Pond of Bethany Con- 
gregational Church commended The Call 
and declares that he is opposed to all kinds 
of lotteries. He said: 

I have noticed from time to tUiM the several 
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done what it already has done in the matter, 
and that it will be successful. I also hope 
that when It gets through with this it will 
turn its attention to other wrongs that need to 
be corrected. 

Rev. Frederick Cordes of the Salem 
Evangelical Cliiirch said that he indorsed 
the movement inaufiiiratpd by the Cau> 
against lotteries, and added: 

I do not know of anything that does more 
harm in this community than lotteries. It is 
an alluring scheme that Is drawing away from 
the Slate a great deal of money that ought to 
remain here, and that money comes from a 
class that cannot afford to lose one, two or 
three dollars a month. The advertising of lot- 
tery schemes is wrong, and I am glad to know 
tliHt thi- Call has bad the conn^ to r"fnse 
such Rdvcrii.-eniciits. I am strongly opr- J>e.l 
to all kinds of lotteries because they in iny 
opinion are aeainst good morals, against the 

foo<l of the community and against religion, 
hope that the movement to put a stop to the 
publication of lottery advertisements will be 
productive of good results. We do not counte- 
nance lotteries in our church and I believe 
that every member of our congregation is op- 
posed to them. 

Rev. J. G. Mangold, pastor of St. John's 
Lutheran Church, said : 

EI have not given the subject of lotteries in 
this city mucli thought, but I know from what 
I have seen elsewhere that it is certainly a 

?;reatcvil. It is not an honest ana straight- 
orward business, and as such it should not be 
allotred to exist. I have known of people who 
spent all they had on lottery tickets in the 
hope of winning a few dollars, and even if they 
did win it all went back again. The Call is 
doing the proper thing in opposing these lot- 
tery games, and I fully indorse Its policy. 

Rev. John A. ?;mery, pastor of St. 
Peter's I'^piscopal Church, bad an ezcellept 
opportunity to study the latter evil during 
his stay in Oakland recently. He said : 

There can be no two opinions a'oout the ques- 
tion at all. The lottery evil is one that should 
be suppressed as sf»ou as possible. I have seen 
it in the parisn in Oakland, where often the 
poorer people would spend their last cent in 
buying tickets, until it would leave them 
nearly destitute. This idea of trying to make 
money out of a very small investment, whether 
sncoessinl or not, certainly does not promote 
thrift or legitimate trade. I can Indorse the 
policy of the Call most heartily, for the evil is 
one that needs attention. 

Kev. W. W. Bolton, rector of the Church 
of St. Mary the Virgin, said: 

Lotteries are evil just as gambling Is an evil, 
and the same fascination seems to be in both. 
The clergy shonid be against it as they are 
against betting. The idea of getting something 
for nothing is a demoralizing one. In fact, it is 
nothing less than stealing, for it is a law of 
trade that there must be value given as well as 
received. 1 am w ith the Call ncart and soul, 
for 1 think its position is one in the interests of 
public purity and morality. I thoroughly 
indorse its policy. 

The Rev. Father P. R. Lynch of St. 
James Chtircli, in piving his views on the 
lottery (itiestioii, .said: 

The whole svstem of lotteries Is wrong. It Is 
an injury to the community and takes out of 
the Slate a large amount of money that ought 
to be expended in legitimate channels. It is 
the poor people who are the sulTerers by these 
schemes, for the rich have other ways of ac- 
quiring money. Once in a while we hear that 



the millions. They secretly steal the delicacies 
from the laborer's pantry and the margin from- 
the clerk's monthly earnings. They produce 
nothing bat Idlers and gamblers. They have 
no honorable place in human society. They 
sail the seas of business as pirates and fasten 
themselves to the branches of private and do- 
mestic thrift as parasites. Public sentiment 
will destroy them. Let the press, the parlor 
and tbe pulpit unite in creating a sound public 
sentiment.

Org-anlzatlon ot the Mission to 
Advance the Cause of Tem- 
p«rano«. 



The installation of Rev. F. A. Doane as 
pastor ol Mizpah Presbyterian Church at 3 
o'clock p. M. on SuTiday next marks an im- 
portant chapter in tlie history of the mis- 
sion. It was formerly the Howard Band 
of Hope, and was organized on January U, 
1884. Its object was to advance the cause 
of Christian temperance among young 
people, by having them sign a pledge 
against the use of intoxicating liquors, to- 
bacco and profanity. 

The following were charter members: 
Mrs. W. Churchill, Mrs. John McKee (nee 
Boole), G. D. B. Stewart, Herbert Foleer, 
William Rieger, Wales L. Palmer, Thomas 
M. Gardiner and Fred A, Doane, directors; 
also Miss Fannie Perkins, Miss Lina 
Fraser, Miss Annie Fatwell, Miss Gracie 
Grant, Miss Annie Perkins, Miss Margaret 
Coatts, Miss Edith Oiant, Miss Ada Snith. 
Miss I^anretta Wright, Miss Alice Oood- 
ridge, Miss Florence Mayhe'W and Walter 
B olton. 

From this beginning the band rapidly 
grew in membership, and the desire to ex- 
tend the work Ix'came so strong that the 
(Ihristian Hand of Hope Union was organ- 
ized in Atiguat of the same year, under the 
auspices of which it was purposed to organ- 
ize Bands of Hope upon strictly Christian 
principles. 

Within a year two bands were started in 
Oakland, and another in this city. Several 
interesting conventions were held, which 
were promoters of great good. 

The f-abbath-school was organized in 
November, l.S,H7, with four teachers and 
fifteen scholars. The school flourished, 
and as tiio months rolled by the mission 

f:rew in membership and strength until 
when the Mizpah Preslivterian 
Church was organized. A beautiful chapel 
was built on Harrison street, near Fiftli, 
and was opened last year.

Rev. W. E. Goodwin of tlie California- 
street Methodist K[.iscovaI Church has 
been but two niontliS in this city, but he 
has seen the lottery evil lierc, and knows 
of its deleterious effects. He said : 

I am with the movement in every way, and I 
and my church are in sympathy w ith every 
effort made to eradicate the e'vll. There Is no 
donbtof the bad etfects of lottery gambling, 
and I have often wondered how it was that the 
lattery advertisements and tbe publication ot 
the winning numb <r8 has not been stopped 
long before this. I believe the Call is ooing 
just the right thing under the circumstances, 
and 1 am snre that both onr cbnrchand myself 
are heartily In accord with its ideas. 

Kabbi .Tacob Voorsoiiger of the Temple 

Emanu-El said: 

I am opposed to lottTies, for I do not believe 
it is the proper way lor people to make money. 
It is gambling, and there can be no two tipin- 
ion> on the subje ct of gambling. The evil of 
tlie Irittcry is. jierhftps. not so much in its di- 
rect evil 'elici ts; it ieads men on, and has a 
tendency to develop any taste for gambling 
whicha'man mav have. lam opposed to it.

Rev. A. M. Russell, pastor of the Huniil- 
toii-square Baptist Ciiurch, has spent in:.:iy 
of the years of his life in the South, where, 
perhaps from the poverty of the lower 
classes, the evil effects of lottery gaming is 
very marked. He said: 

Gamine of all kinds, but particularly lot- 
teries, I liave always foiichi ngninst, bt»th in my 
private life and in the pulpit. 1 have prcacliL-fl 
against it in my church, and in my own case I 
withdrew my patronage from a storekeeper 
i because 1 found tie sold lottery tickets. In the 
i South its effect*- are terrible. Tiie negrot.*s and 
tlie Ignorant whites put evi-rycent tney have 
in the world into lottery tlckctn, and it keeps 
I manv j.oor who might otherwise be able to live 
1 at least decently. The 'Jali.'s stand In the 
matter is an excellent one and will be indorsed 
by every good Christian In the country, and 
cannot fail to do great good In the cause of 
pu'ollc morality. 

Rev, Dr. C. O. Brown, pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, nas had personal 
experience with the lottery-ticket sellers. 

He said: 

I am glad that some paner Is willing to take 
the matter of lottery gaming up, and I can say 
I most emphatically Indorse the attitude of the 
Cail aijainst it, for the supjrression of this 
traf!ir i^ one of the reforms badly needed In 
tli>city. I have had men and woT'O'ii come 
ri«bi iirre tc the door oiri-ring to s(.il tickets, 
and they seem to do it 0[ieuly and without fear 
of tbe consequences. 1 am in favor of the 
movement, and the Call's policy I think a 
most commendable one. It is the pioneer in 
the crusade and ibonld be supported. 

Rev. Dr. A. C. Hirst, pastor of the Simp- 
son Memorial ("hiirch, wasemphatic in his 
denunciation of the evil, and in his in- 
dorsement of the Call's eSorts to stamp it 
out. He said: 

The stand tbe Ciix has taken is an excellent 
one. It is the right move in the right direction 
and in the rirht Kind of reform. I am heartily 
in accord with what Is being done, and I be- 
lieve it is going at the matter in the right way. 
There are not many of the effects ot the traffic 
apparent among my people, but It Is an evil 
which is hard to locate. I have seen its effects 
elsewhere, however. I have seen it impoverish 
families in tbe East, where the people have 
been ledontobny with promises of fabulous 
returns on the money they invest, until it gets 
to be a pwslen with them. It is gambling, 
pure and simple, and I am In favor of anysteps 
taken to prevent its spread and to dilve it out. 

The Rev. J. A. Schroeder of St. Johannes 
German Bvangelioal Lutheran Church 

said: 

The Call is certainly to be praised for the 
step it has taken in relation to lotteries and for 
refusing to publish advertisements relating te 
siicli. 1 read with a great deal of satUfactiOtt 
the editorial addressed to ministers, and am 
giad that the attention of the ministers has 
been called to the evil. I, for one, am opposed 
to everything in the shape of lotteries, whether 
In the general community or in eoclesiasttcai 
clreles. In our chtireh we are opposed to lot- 
teries and to all kinds of gambling. I have 
often preached against them and thcSr baneful 
influence, and shall continue to do to when- 
ever the opportunity offers. I approve of tbe 
resolutions adopted by the Methodist ministers 
indorsing the Call for teftising to advance tot- 
tery schemes.

The Rev. Joseph Worcester, pastorof the 
Second Kew Jerusalem Church (Sweden- I 
borgian), opposes lotteries and lottery ad- 
vertisements. Ho said: 

I am opposed to lotteries and to thepublica- 1 
tion of advertisenu lit*, or any kind of notice of I 
them, and atn itlf ti-ed wiih'the cotirse of the j 
Call in reint :oii tr> siK'li. The movement Is a 
proper one an I '^houid be encouraged. As to' 
lotteries or rath>-s in ciiurch circles, I loathe; 

j the Idea and ve tbut n chtircn that caunot . 

j prosper on its merits and has to resort to such 
means to rai.-e uinds oupht to witlidruw. Any ' 
lufivemeut tosupt'tess lotteries unil advertise- ; 
menis of such has my hearty ar»proval, and I , 
am ready to do what 1 can in my' quiet way to , 
help it. I 

Kev. Lcs if? ^v. Pjirague of the Second 
< Unitarian ' hurcli said: 

I have read H e . .iito-inls in the Call against I 
lotterie.-, b:;'! i " . ■ n, clm rved that the 
Mcthodi-t ti.D.i'. "rs r..-o,vtcl to stand by the 
, paper in its attitude against that class of 
I gambling. Dealing in lotteries is most de- 
' moralizing, and It is a disgrace to our age that 
the laws agaiiut lotteries are so openly vio- 
lated. Why, not long since a boy was aelling 
lottery tickets and a policeman was standing 
not twenty feet away. I do not think that 
even In Louisiana there la as little sentiment 
against lotteries as there is here. 1 sappose 
that It is a part of that spirit that prevallediln 
the early days. What has astonished me is 
the number of women who purchase lottery 
tickets. It is disgraceful, but it is a fact. 
There are many who indulge in this kind ot 
gambling because of its being "a clean way" 
of gambling, and It is because it is clean that it 
is dangerous. I should like to see our mer- 
chants take part in discouraging this class of 
gambling, but as the ministers have been 
asked to assist I hiine that what they may do or 
sav will have its effect. I am very much op- 
posed to every class of gambling and lotteries, 
and for that reason do not care to take the 
Initiative in the matter so long as the object 
sought— the suppression of lottery advertising 
—Is attained. I am glad that the Call has 



some one has won something in a lottery, no 
matter wbetner he has or not, it is advertised 
aa a fact, and tl^Me who tamv the person, 
named say, "Well, If he wen, why shouldn't 
ir* and so they invest their hard-earned 
money. But the thousands who lose their 
money every month we never near a word 
al>out. The money that is passed over to the 
lottery people comes from a class that can lU 
afl'ord to spend it In that way. I have read tbe 
ediiorials In the Call that were directed 
ai^ainst lotteries, and think they are proper 
( !i< s. / 11 that can be should be done to put a 
stop to that kind of business. 

The Rev. William S ii :i it of the Ger- 
man Methodist Episcopal Church ex- 
pressed himself as follows on tbe subject 
of lotteries: 

As you are no doubt aware, the Methodist 
ministers adopted resolutions indorsing the 
C ALL ior its efforts to suppress lotteries. What 
was done by tbe ministers as a body I indorse 
individnallv. I am very glad that the paper 
has taken the stand it has, aad every good cit- 
izen should help in the good -work. Not only* 
should tbe pnhUeation ol any matter in refer- 
ence to lottery schemes be discountenanced, 
but lotteries themselves shonid be suppressed, 
for they are productive of a great deal of mis- 
ery in the (onniiinity. The Call has taken a 
step in the rifht direction, andl am very much 
pleased that it has done so. In our church 
every memiirr of <i\ir congregation, I firmly 
l)ellevc, is against lotteries, not only in the 
general sense, but against loif ries In every 
shape. I hope that the movement to put a 
stop to this form of gambling will be successful. 

The Rev. Eli McClish of Grace Methodist 

Episcopal Church said: 

Allow me to thank the Call for the stand 
taken against lotteries. It is a pleasure for mo 
to unite w ith yoe against this widesjireail and 
insidious form of gambling. 1 u = e the word 
"gambling" advisedly, iilthon^li many who 
have lottery tickets in thnr ; . ci;,M. tiii;, morn- 
ing would resent being . In.- cd with gamblers. 
What is gambling? If loi -lieen well .ictined 
as "an attempt to gain b} ciiniM c nr iiu/.ard or 
supposed Intormatlon tiiu incnev i.r i.i.ipcrty 
of others without giving any lair eiiiiivalent, 
any valuable ooiisideratiun for the gain 
sought." In short, to gamble Is to try to get 
something for nothing— to get rich by a lottery 
ticket. 

Every ranch, every gold watch, every crsay 
quilt, every ring cake, costs something in toil 
and skill and time, and no person can honor- 
ably take either of these from the owner except 
as a gift or for an equivalent consideration. 

Tbe man who secures a ranoh for liis $1 ticket 
in a State lottery and the youth who secures a 
gold ring in a piece of cake lor his l(M:ent 
ticket in a church lottery are both in posses- 
sion ot property for wlilch they have given no 
adequate consideration. And there is no souud 
principle of moralsorot trade that would jtis- 
tity them in holding this property or that 
would Justify the people who managed the lot- 
teries in the State or the church in keeping the 
money received for the tickets that drew 
blanks. All attempts to get without giving, to 
eat wittioiit working, are vicious. They are 
unjust to society that digs and coins the gold 
and by toll [.roduces every mouthful of food. 
And tile man or corporatioii tbnt takes the gold 
or eats the food without giving society a fair 
equivalent is a leech or a robber. Such are lot- 
teries. They fatten on the small earnings of 



money withrut chromos or coupon privileges. 
I take everv oi.portunity to commend your pa- 
per to others.

Ltftlnff the Common Upto the Ideal 
to Reach Absolute Per- 
fection. 

The lecture-room of the Mark Hopkins 
Institute of Art was crowded witli teachers 
of San Francisco, Oakland, Alameda and 
Berkeley, who assembled to hear Professor 
T. P. Bailey, assistant professor of peda- 
gogy at the State University, deliver a lec- 
ture on "Child Study," yesterday after- 
noon. The professor said : 

Man ia an animal, and is guided by his In- 
stincts. I twlleve a person's deepest Instincts 
arise from his deepest interests. Education 
must proceed along the lines which will satisfy 
the child ; therefore, that education is the best 
thing for him. 

Children have two sorts ot instincts-^- 
herited and acquired. When some instinct of 
a child is mischievous the energy displayed 
during its exercise shonid be drafted on to 
some good, inherited instinct. It is a wise 
thing to cultivate tbe child's natural gregarl- 
ousness. Make him social as well as indivirlual. 
Ureak dow n the d.ivtinction between the two 
sexes, and niaL'c lio^n iiclpeach oilo r as well 
as furnish discipline ft r their own control. 

This is tiift right s«.>rt of socialism in which 
indiviiluality doe.s not lead to indiviilualism, 
and j.roperly trained children arc socialists of 
the highest order. Sanity is equipoise. 

Children stionld be educated throtigh their 
esthetlcal lii'^tinets. and. as nature is first in 
order, education shtmld begin witli nature and 
proceed from that to science. The earth Is a 
Iiarnniny, sometimes a symphony, and what 
mor« Ijeaiitifiil to the yoiithlul mind than the 
contemplation of nature's beauties. 

Estheticistn must be reached through the 
ideal instincts. Kven the adult oan acquire 
scientific knowledge best through a faithful 
study of nature. 

As the instinct of religion or the conccptloil 
of duty is weak In the child, and is a late de- 
velopment, better results are obtained through 
example than by forcing rigid rules on chil- 
dren. Supercoii'-cieniiousness or deceit are 
sure to follow the latter course, and will pre- 
vent a child from making his own living prop- 
erly. 

l3qn't forget that there are two kinds of per- 
fection, relative and absolute. Strive for the 
absolute, but cultivate the relative in the mean- 
time. 

In conclusion, the professor advised his 
bearers to lift the common upto the ideal, 
and they woold then come very near per- 
fection.

WANT A HIGHEE BATE. 



BaUroad If en Think Coal OU b SUpped 
Altosether Too Cheap in 
ThU State. 



The Board of State Railroad Commis- 
sioners heard arguments j'esterday in fa- 
vor of advancing the rate on petroleum 
and its products. Vice-President Stubbs 
of the Southern Pacific, R. X. Ryan, gen- 
eral freicht and liassenijer agent of the 
San Francisco and North I'acitic, and Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Bush of the Atlantic 
and Pacific made the complaint that the 
present rate on coal oil is too low to leave 
anv protit for their companies. 

I'hey wanted an increase in rate, and to 
support their appeal tbey mtule arer}- 
plausible showing. 

Formerly coal oil is less than carload lots 
was classed as "double first-class rate," 
but the western classification freight rates 
reduced it to third class, which railroad 
men contend is too sweeping and ineqnit- 
able. Ou the otlicr hand, protests from 
dealers in jiaint.s and oils were read at the 
meeting, in which it was stated that the 
prevailing rate here is hij^ ia comparisoi^ 
with that of other States. 

Mr. Stubbs ar.L'iied that the risk attend- 
ant upon traiisvioriatiuii of coal oil shonid 
be considered, and he submitted figures to 
show that the proposed advance wonld be 
only a trifling matter to consumers — not 
50centsayear to a consumer in Fresno. 
What was wanted is a lir.st-class rate on 
less than carload lots, which would be 
from 15 to 20 per centless than the old rate. 

Mr. Rjan said that petroleum should be 
carried only in tanks, hut it is necessary to 
carry it in small lots here as an accommo- 
dation to people in thinly populated dis- 
tricts. The matter was lauT over till the 
next meeting, when dealers will b« asked 
for an opinion as to the adTisability of 
changing the rate.

The policy of the Call's present proprie- 
tor is not only to do..all that he can as a 
jonmaliat to assist in building up this 
splendid State, but to assist' all o&er ioni- 
nalists, to the full extent of his power, in 
that worthy aim.

It is not our present business to an- 
nounce what local papers besides the Call 
have opposed the infamous bituminous 
rook ordinance which Mayor Siitro has 
vetoed. It is sufficient to say that the 
Call denounced it. and that it intimated a 
course which the Grand Jury miirht take 
to the credit of the City and the discom- 
liture of those who may be in league to 
rob the City. 

If the editor of the Fost, or any other 
human being, says that the proprietor of 
the Call is directly or indirectly interested 
in any bituminous mine in the State of 
California or elsewhere, or that his oppo- 
sition to this ordinance is inspired by any 
selfish motive, he utters a deliberate and 
barefaced lie; and what is more, we charge 
that all who make guch statements know in 
their hearts that they are liars. We 
hope that they will note the fact that 
we nave publicly branded them as such. 
If this is not sufticicntly direct, or if it is 
desired that it should be given that per- 
sonal turn which shall permit of no hiding 
behind the ample petticoats of a newspaper, 
and which shall force the atterer of the 
charge to stand solely npon the ground 
which every courageous man shotild be 
glad to occupy, we should be pleased to be 
informed, in order that there may be noth- 
ing lacking in otir attitude. 

"There are two or three things," adds 
the iW, "of which these journalistic 
bosses ought to be reminded. One is that 
Supervisors cannot be indicted for their 
votes. " True, true: but they can and 
oufibt to be indicted for any corruption 
which may lie beiiind their votes. "Tlie 
law provides,'' says the I'ust, "tiiat 
when a man tiecomes a Supervisor he is 
guaranteed liiwrty .if conscience so lon^ as 
he exercises his rights honestly." Which 
means to say that a man's cun.scieiice is 
not violated so long as he himself does not 
violate it. 

The Call does noitiiink 
that it has lowered the standard of its dig- 
nity in thus showing that the Pott has 
placed itself in alignment w^itb an ordi- 
nance that bore every evidence of a corrupt 
inspiration on its face, nor in showing that 
after the ordinance has been irretrievablv 
defeated the Fu.'t displays an eagerness to 
prevent a Grand Jury inquiring into the 
rottenness that may lie behind it. If the 
/W desires to show that it has an editor 
who regards himself as amenable to the 
rules of conduct which govern gentlemen, 
whether they be engaged in journalism or 
any other occupation, he may decide upon 
the course which he may think has bera 
left for him to pursue. As for his attitude 
before the public in defense of public mat- 
ter that seems to have had a corrupt in- 
spiration, he has published it to the whole 
community. 



THE LAW OF WILLS. 

Among the enactments of the last Legis- 
lature there is one law at least which the 
legal and moral sense of the people of Cali- 
fornia most heartily approves. - It ia the 
law which so amends the Civil Code as to 
provide for the formal recordation of mar- 
riage contracts as a prerequisite to their 
validity. If is high time in the history of 
California that snch a statute should be 
enacted and enforced, and had it been so 
twenty years ago, much of the disgraceful 
and disgusting litigation of that period 
would not have occurred. 

The principle which underlies the public 
satisfaction with this enactment is, that 
instruments which are intended to affect 
the domestic relation and the rights of 
property arising therefrom should be sus- 
ceptible of exact and oflBcial proof as to 
their validity, and that to permit their exe- 
cntion without formality and their preser- 
vation in privacy and secrecy is to allow 
endless opportunities for frand, to the com- 
mission of which the temptation is pecu- 
liarly subtile and strong. 

The same common-sense which has 
applauded the statute requiring the record- 
ation of marriage contracts should have 
suggested to the last Legislature another 
law touching a kindred subject. The law 
of wills in fhis State is in as much or more 
reed of an;cndiaent as was the law of mar- 
riage contracts. By its present terras an 
apparent solemnity is cast about the execu- 
tion of a will which the testator does not 
himself fully write or will or sign. The 
required formalitiea <rf the present statute 
avail bnt little, however, in view of the 
fact that any paper, no matter how in- 
formal, purporting to be in the handwrit- 
ing of the testator is entitled to admission 
to probate as the dead man's will. The 
result of this loose condition of the law of 
w^ills has been the establishment as genuine 
of all sorts of nondescript documents. Wills 
scrawled upon walls, upon envelopes, upon 
wrupping-papet and the like with varying 
sorts of perishable j>ignients have demand- 
ed recognition from courts of law after the 
bana which uncertain oral testimony 
asserts to have writt^o them is dead. If 
it is soimd public policy to require the 
official acknowledgment and recordation of 
deeds and mortgages and marriage con- 
tracts why not also require an equally 
formal authentication of wills and that, 
too, before the death of the testator? 

'We may well learn wisdom in this mat- 
ter from the laws of older States and social 
systems than our own. In Germany and 
France the laws have long required the 
authentication of tbe will iluriiig the life- 
time of him who is clainii'd to have written 
it. 'We might easily ailopt a similar pol- 
icy and enforce it without any violation of 
that secrecy which is often desired by the 
makers of wills. All that would be neces- 
sary by way of amendment of onr present 
law would be a reqnireoient that the tes- 
tator in hit UfetinM present to some au 
thoriced offidal, snob as the County Clerk, 
his will for filing. Let it be sealed and its 
contents be as sacredly kept as other 
sealed records are now jireserved. Let a 
duplicate original be cert i lied and returned 
to the testator, if he so dc>ireil. hs an added 
precaution against the possii'ility of loss 
of the ofiicial copy. Let all wills other 



than those so filed, certified and officially 
held be refused admission to probate. 
Thus nearly all probate contests and ever}' 
doubt as to the genuineness of the wills 
would be forestalled, and thus also a 
double oenetit would be dona in that our 
courts would be relieved of an inoeasing 
mass of nnsavory litigation, and decedents' 
estates wonld in every Instance be dis- 
tributed, and that speedily, in accordance 
with their undoubted desire. Such a reform 
in the law is a crying need of our State 
and time. 



A B TOBEICB DUTY. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
owes a supreme duty to the people in 
the matter of the odious and »ow 
evi.sccrated income tax law. The duty 
is the rendition of a decision at the 
earliest possible time upon the vitality 
of that portion of the statute which 
has not as yet been either stistained or 
overthrown. 'The importanceof a speedy 
and decisive opinion from the court of last 
resort upon this matter has been donbly 
accentuated b^what it baa recently de- 
cided. 

If the officials who are charged with the 
execution of the law were in a state o? 

doubt before, they are now in a state of 
despair- If the law as a whole was un- 
equal, that which now -remains is doubly 
so and more than doubly inequitable and 
nnjust. If the statute in its completeness 
placed a burden, with some pretense of 
uniformity, upon the virtues of saving and 
thrift, it now imposes the whole weight of 
its discouragement upon still higher vir- 
tues of enterprise and energy, upon the 
very genitis and faculty of creating wealth. 

In the cause just decided the Supreme 
Court has not seen its way dear to pass 
upon the whole law and declare it as an 
entirety valid or void. "We propose to sub- 
mit to that high tribunal a case so fairly, 
fully and directly presenting the whole act 
for decision as to make the avoidance of 
such a judgment impossible to the court 
without a breach of its solemn duty to the 
people, who.se servant it should be. 

The proprietor of this newspaper has 
heretofore declared and now reiterates that 
he will refuse to pay an income tax, and 
will r.'-i-t at every stage the effort to col- 
lect it under this unequal and now emas- 
culawd act. This will be done with no 
design to oppose or impede the enforce- 
ment of the laws of the country which are 
valid, but solely with a view to test the 
constitutionality of a statute which in 
all honor and good oonacianoe is believed 
to be void. The cause which has been pre- 
sented already appears to have been such 
in form as not to compel the tourt to an 
opinion upon the whole enactment. In 
short, upon that case the court could in 
honor, as it did in fact, postpone its ruling 
as to those parts of the statute upon which 
there was a serious division among its 
members. 

We intend to leave no loophole for such 
an evasion of the supreme duty of the 
hour with respect to this matter. This 
upas tree of legislation should have the ax 
of justice laid to its roots and not applied 
to its branches. It ought to be stricken 
down as a whole rather than de- 
stroyed piecemeal. The Supreme Court 
cannot afford to wield a pruning 
knife when the iniquity of the statute 
and the emergency of its attempted 
execution require the woodsman's blade. 
Let the ministers of the law proceed to 
enforce this act upon its offered victim 
with all the speed they may and we shall 
feel proud to present our claim, as well as 
the claim of the great State of California, 
that this always unequal but now intensi- 
fied outrage in the form of legislation ia 
void in its entirety and vain and bad and 
abortive altogether. 



' A HEEDLESS ALASM. 



The Sacramento lUcurd-Vnion sees 
serious cause for alarm because tbe Cali- 
fornia Debris Commission have issued 
licenses to 112 hydraulic mines to operate. 
The tabulated statement of the 11:.' mines 
includes an exhibit of the number of cubic 
yards of earth they propose to move, and 
the A'tcortf-fin'on says: "Tiiey propose to 
move earth enough to fill Sui^un Bay and 
raise the delta of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers to such an extent as to 
make a lake of all the country lying be- 
tween Antioch and the city of Stockton." 
The ground is taken that this material will 
be run into the tributaries of the Sacra- 
mento River, and only be held back by un- 
substantial dams. The paper says also that 
the Caminetti bill is "simply an ingenious 
device for the resumption of hydraulic 
mining, utterly regardles.'; of the rights and 
interests of the people whose properly is to 
be 'ie-:royed by it." 

The real fact is that no hydraulic mine 
can be legally operated in the drainage 
basin of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers unless it obtains a Uoensa from the 
California Debris Gommisdon, and tbe 
law under which they were appointed ex- 
pressly stipulates that the tailings from 
such mines' must be impounded. No per- 
mission to mine can take effect until the 
jirescribed restraining works or settling 
basins are safe to use; and no license is 
issued until the commission is satisfied 
the mine can do no harm with its debris. 
The commission is composed of United 
States engineers, who are very conserva- 
tive, and who are skilled in the preserva- 
tion of navigable streams. They will not 
issue a license to inine where the streams 
will be endangered. 

If the miners were in Iact,as ia implied, 
to dump their debris into the rivers, a stop 
would be put to their operations at once, 
as would be proper. No one wants to see 
the streams injured or individuals suffer 
loss from mining debris; nor does it seem 
at all probable that this can occur under 
the present law and Debris Coniinissioii. 
When it is found that the debri^-ini pound- 
ing works enforced by the commissiun, and 
j»aid for by the miners, are ineffective, it 
will be time to consider some other 
method. Bnt thus far they have been 
found to answer the purpose very well, 
though the miners are unable to work to 
their former capacity when using them. 
At. the same time, they prevent damage to 
stream 9 or individuals, while permitting 
the miner to pursue his vocation and add 
to our gold product. 

If it is ever found that damage is l>eing 
done the law will doubtless be changed, 
but there is little fear of that as long as 
the Government engineers have control of 
the mining operations as well as the rivers, 
as at present. They have the power to 
close down any mine at any time when 
they see fit, and there ia no appeal from 
their decirion. The whole question of 
hydraulic mining in the section referred to 
is in their hands, with absolute authority 
conferred by tha Congress of the United 
Sutes, and ibmf will permit no injury to 
be done. 



A WABHDT Q FBOM WHEELIHQ. 

In 1891 a leading cititen of "Whealing, 
West Virginia, bought an old concert hall, 
tbe walls of which had been condemned as 

dangerous, and in spite of a popular pro- 
test added a story to the structure ana 
opened a store in it. This building, as 
everybody expected, has now collapsed, 
killing a number of persons and greatly 
dr niaging contiguous property. The dis- 
patches announcing the catastrophe naively 



add that "owing to the lack of adequate 
laws" tbe leading citisen waa psnnitted to 
commit this crime. 

This tra-euy .liscloses an exceedingly 
common fault in the govemmentrf Ameri- 
can cities. The citizens of 'Wheeling saw 
this outrage being committed, and not one 
of them, not even the Mayor, had the civic 
spirit sufficiently developed to apply the 
simple remedy of a court injunction, and 
it is not supposable that this act caused 
the passage of an ordinance prohibiting 
others from committing similar outrages. 
The science of architecture is so well un- 
derstood in these days that there is no 
difficulty in devising reasonable safeguards 
against fires and structural weakness, but 
in the absence of laws defining modes of 
construction and in the presence <A a lax 
administration of snch laws as do exist, 
the mean leading citizen, who cares more 
for money than for the lives, safety and 
health of the people, finds hardly any 
check upon the propensity to murder which 
his rapacity creates. 

San Francisco has a great number of 
enormous wooden tinder-boxes into which 
people are packed by the thousands, but, 
terrible as they are, they are not a whit 
worse than otUer disgraceful accompani- 
ments of a lax public sentiment. A city 
in all its public details is an expression of 
tt»e pride and intelligence of its inhabi- 
tants. Its rich men would not be per- 
mitted to erect dangerous or unhealthful 
structures if the masses were not willing 
that they should. The people of 'Wheeling, 
in permitting this disaster, cannot escape 
a share of moral responsibility with the 
owner of the house. It any of the danger- 
ous structures of San l"r.inci'<co should 
burn, the blood of its victims will rest upon 
the head of every resident. 

Likewise, every citizen of San Francisco 
must bear the disgrace and material loss 
which the presence of death traps, lire 
holes, inadequate sewers and wretched 
pavements imposes. It is not sufficient to 
say that the City is yoimg and that the 
correction of these evils will come with 
time, for observation ia ea valuable as ex- 
perience. A stranger will properly jadge 
the character and intelligence of a city by 
its externals, and if he comes hither from 
a city where the externals are more invit- 
ing, he will be justified In deciding against 
investment and a residence here. The 
pavement of Market street alone is a bar- 
rier that the superb natural attractions of 
the (.'ity can with difficulty overcome. 
When we compare the j^erfectly smooth 
and noiseless streets of l.os -Angeles with 
the rude, primitive and exasperating pave- 
ments of San Francisco, we need t;o no 
further in our quest for the cause of the 
wonderftil prosperity of that charming 
city of the touth.

miSICIANS HELD UP BT A tTMCH-

we went back and played a succession of popular 
airs. They made ua give them music while the 
man was being lynched, and then forced us to 

head the procession with "Marching Through 
Georgia." 

A few days after crossing the Mexican fron- 
tier ire had a different sort of lynching exi>e- 
rience, in which, strange to say, we ourselves 
played the part of the mob. Going to Laredo 
we made the acquaintance of a sheriff who had 
a manacled man In hla charge, and who, he 
told us, was an escaped murderer who had not 
yet been tried. 

The SberiflT remarked that onr destinations 
were not far apart, for the theater at Laredo 
Is only a few feet from the jail. The night of 
our arrival we played "The French .'^py," a 
tegular blood-and tbunder melodrama, with 
any amount of shooting, red light and pistol- 
firing. The next mortiiug some of us strolled 
down to vlalt the Sheriff and casually asked 
after bis prisoner. "He nearly died of fright," 
was the answer. "When he heard the shout- 
ing and the tiring outside, no one could per- 
suade him that a mob had not come together 
to lynch hU^" 

And after what we had seen at Dennison we 
did not laugh at the man's unnecessary terror, 
as we might otherwise have done.

AROtTND THE CORRIDORS. 



Ben C. Maddox, editor of the Vlsalia Delta, 
who is in town with the committee to confer 
with the directors of tbe new, road was telling 
yesterday at the Lick of the county seat jug- 
gling done by the Southern Pacific in some oi 
the southern counties in the past. "Visalla beat 
them," he said, "in the county-seat war iu 
Tulare County, and they have never been 
friendly to the town since. They located the 
town ot Tulare City, eleven miles from 'Vlsalia, 
made It the end of a division, built niachlne- 
i-hops, and built up quite a little town, and at- 
tempted to get the county seat moved from 
'Vlsalia there, bnt in spite ot all tha work 
they did to InSnenos tbe electbrs were 
l>eaten. They pursued similar tactics in 
Stanislaus, Merced and Fresno and were 
successful. Knights Ferry was the couniy 
■eat oi Stanislaus, but they bad It moved to 
Modesto, and Knights Ferry has gone down 
very much. In Merced County Snellings was 
the county seat end quite a flourishing town, 
but they had Ihe seat of the conntv govern- 
ment moved to Merced, and Suellinss is now 
merely a little village. In Fresno the county 
seat was at MiUerton. They had it Boved to 
Fresno, and to^ay Millerton has not even a 
poetolBce. 

"When they found that they could not get a 
local branch built into Vlsalia by the Southern 
Pacific the people raised enoogli local capital 
to build two bfsuaoh roads, one to Gosehen, 
seven miles, and one to Tulare City, eleven 
miles, and to^y Vlsalia is the largest and 
most prosperous town In the valley excepting 
Stockton and Fresno. Onr streets are paved 
with asphalt and lighted by electricity, and we 
have an excellent water serrice. In fact, it is 
a live modern town. It is the oldest in that 
part of the State, having been founded In 
l-)00, before there wasanygidd ezeltanwnt in 
that ui-ighborbood. " 

AttLirney C. A. Fatighinbaugh, representing 
the Franklin Line and Oil Company of Mont- 
pellar, Ind., is at the Golden West Hotel. He 
has coma irith a view of estaUishlng a depot 
for the handling ot Us company's oils in this 
city. 

"We have extensive oil wells near Uont- 
peller," said ha yesterday. "As yon can im- 
agine, we are having a hard flght with the 
Standard Oil Company, which is doing its best 
to freeze us out of business by leasing all tlie 
wells it can. Tbe feeling against the Standard 
ia very Utter in Indiana, however, and we are 
able to hold onr own with the great monopoly 
except In tha matter of freight. We are now 
establishlng pipelines, and can pomp oil a 
distance of 137 miles at an average cost of 5% 
cents a barrel. Wc control a large petroleum 
field in Southeastern Kansas, and are arrang- 
ing to put in liSO miles of pipes and pump our 
oil right into Kansas City. It is only by pipe 
lines that we can hope to compete with the 
Standard Oil Company, for by its system of re- 
bates on freight it nearly always freezes out all 
competitors. The Franklin Line and Qil Com- 
pany la a new concern with a capital of 
$3,000,000. We now operate thirty-gve weUa, 
with an average low el S700 gallons eaeh a 
day. 

G. P. Carnell of tbe Green Mountain and 
Cherokee mines at Crescent Mills, Plumas 
County, who is staying at tbe Rnas, says that 
during the past winter there has been more 
snow in that county than in any otber winter 
for over thirty years. "Plunia., suffered 
severely on account of tbe closing down of the 
hydraulic mines, but during the past year 
a good many permits have been granted 
by the Debris Commisaion, and there 
is promise of greater prosperity. Prospecting 
for quartz has been more active the past year 
and considerable Eastern capital has been in- 
vested. What ia wanted is more capital to 
develop the mines that have been discovered. 
I'lumaahas produced In the past a great deal 
of gold, particularly from the hydraulic mines, 
and then there is the I'Inmss Eureka, which 
has been mined steadily for forty yean, and 
from which ever twenty millions of dollars 
have been taken. The English company that 
owns It now has paid many millions Indivl- 
deiiaa."

fairy tales put to music that has been described 
as " Wagner made easy, " and was written by 
Wagner's favorite disciple, £ngelbert Humper- 
dluck, who waa once chorus maater at Bay- 
reuth, but tbe work continuea to charm chil- 
dren and adults alike. In Germany more than 
forty cities have hailed it with enthu.''iasm, in 
London it has run successively iu three dif- 
ferent theaters, and is stiU the rage, while In 
Vienna, where it has just been produced, the 
puolic have gone crazy over it. The famous 
critic, Ed. Hanslick, who is not lenient toward 
new works, does not fear to affirm that since 
Mozart no composer has appeared with more 
genius than Humperdinck. The Viennese pa- 
pers are telling some pretty stories apropos of 
"Bansel and Gretel." One is that a little giri, 
10 >ear8 old, wrote to the Empress that she 
was very unhappy because she heard every one 
talking of the fairy opera, and she could never 
see the beautiful work because her bedtime 
came before the hour of going to the theater. 
The Empress, touched by the little letter. In- 
structed the manager of the theater to reply to 
the baby petitioner that "Hansel and Gretel" 
should be given once as a matinee on her ac- 
count. The Emperor, wishing to have his 
share in the affair, decided to mak^ the repre- 
sentation a children's fete, and had candy and 
toys distributed to all the little visitors. At 
Mnllhouse "Hansel and Gretel" was also the 
occasion of a fete, when a splendid Christmas 
tree was donated to the town's children, and 
when the opera was being played at Mayence 
an amusing scene took place. Among the 
flowers that enthusiastic admirers heaped npon 
the prima donna was discovered a beautiful 
basliet oontainiii),- a tiny curly dog. The play 
was by common consent interrupted while the 
little creaturt was christened "Hensel." 

Miss Zeliede l.ussen, the New York prima 
donna, wlio i.s so popular with her Britannic 
Majesty that she is known as "The Queen's 
Own," has given her opiniona upon women as 
composers in the current number of Mosic. 
The subject is one that lias excited consider- 
able attention lately on acroiiut nf Miss 
Holmes' new lyric drama, "The Block Moun- 
tain," and Hiss de Luasen, who has had oppor- 
tanitlea of meeting many of the prominent 
women composers, speaks her mind \erj- frank- 
ly about them ; 

"I do not think a woman is strong-minded 
enough to become a composer," she says. "As 
a rule a woman composer Is much more mas-

culine than any other kind of woman. Tt may 
also be that a woman cannot weU devote the 
time she should, and that a man would. In 
her singing capacity a prima donna works as 
hard as a man, but if It came down to com- 
posing — counterpoint, narmony ana all that 
sort of thing, I don't ti.iiik so. You will And, 
too, that as a rule a composer has begun his 
career as a child of 5 or A years old and a 
woman has not Look at that Hoffman boy for 
instance. He began at 4 years of age. It is 
very seldom that a girl of 5 or 6 knows any- 
thing about harmony or counterpoint. Take 
those choirboys In England. Where do you 
find girls 5 or 6 years old singing in choirs? 
The reason is that a woman '!o"« not begin early 
enough. I do not think tli^i she doesn't want 
to, but I don't think -ili^ lliU'.J." 

in discussing wiiL-ilit r women are possessed 
of tbe creative faculty Miss de Lusseu says she 
thinks they are ebarmlng composers of ballads, 
but when it comes to symphonies and grand 
operas they cannot, in her opinion, compete 
with men. 

Back in the last century, when Glnck's 
".\leeste" was produced at the Opera of Paris, 
and waa at first coldly received, the great com- 
poser exclaimed : " ' Aleeste' will not only please 
now In Its novelty. It knows no time, and I 
affirm that it will please equally in two hun- 
dred years, If the French language remains the 
same. The reason is that I have built It on a 
foundation of nature, and that IS never swayed 
by fashion." 

How strangely prophetic these words were I 
The other day the temple scene from Gluck's 
"Aleeste" was revived at the Paris Con'ierTa- 
tory, and seldom had the building resounded 
with such applause as U aroused. The music 
of thedaMleal master performed the miracle 
of tbrining a public surfeited with good music. 
It was very evident that the simide accents of 
the noble tragedy bad kept their power, and, 
in spite of the progress accomplished in tbe 
technique ot musical art, the inspiration of the 
old master had remained young and vlvaclona 

Corney Grain was not a great musician, but 
in bis musical sketches and satires, for which 
he was famoua as an entertainer in London, he 
was able to ridicule in a good-natured way nil 
the follies and affectations of the musical ama- 
teur as perhaps no other man has puccecded in 
doing. "The average audience," Grain used to 
say, "espects a high note at the end of a song. 
If the song terminates without one they fold 
their hands and say, 'That is not the end ; five 
us our high note.'" Every abuse of singing 
and pianoforte playing was delicately held up 
to ridicule and laughter at some time or other 
in the course of this gifted entertainer's career, 
and unconsciously he did much to improve 
musical taste. His sudden death from la grippe 
has been recognized in England as a national 
calamity,' and high social and otanrch dignita- 
ries attended his funeral. The well-known 
drawing-room actor, German Reed, who was 
for years associated with Corney Grain, died of 
la grippe one day before his friend. 

A composer, .\dolph Wibelle, to whom a long 
time ago a brilliant career seemed to be open- 
ing, has just died in Paris, forgotten and neg- 
lected. Twenty years ago Wihelle's opera 
comique, in four gets, "The Alibi," v.-as playeil 
very successfully In Paris, and enjoyed a long 
run. Among other works of his that found 
favor were "The Fountain of Bemy ' and "The 
Benediction of the Neva." The latter work 
contained some very beautiful and exalted 
passages. Vnfortunately, however, Wibelle 
had more exalted views with ragard to compo- 
sition than his talents justified him in attempt- 
ing. He gradually slipped out of the public 
view, and ot the time cf his death, which took 
place in his seventieth year, he was entirely 
forgotten by the mosieal world. ^ 

There are all sorts of rumors about Verdi un- 
dertaking a new opera, though the aged com- 
poser stoutly denies them all. One story i< to 
tbe effect that Verdi is at work on a one-act 
opera, the plot of which is founded upon the 
deeds of bis old friend Ismail Pasha, the late 
Khedive of Egypt. The Pasha was certainly 
a warm admirer of the Italian maestro, and not 
only commissioned him to write his Egyptian 
opera "Aida," but mounted it lavishly when it 
waa produced In Cairo. 



The noises of London streets have been a 
constant source of annoyance to foreign musi- 
cians. Anton Rubinstein was known to bound 
from tbe piano-stoti In the middle of .Chopin's 
"MarcheFunebre'*lnSt. JamasHaU when the 
coach horns outsida InFleeadUly broke In npon 



the tender pathos of a piano passage. Hans 
von BaloW' used to complain Utterly ot the 
clock of St James Church, which has a trick 
of chlnilng at awkward moments, and Herr 
Sauer's pet aversion has proved to be tha 
muffin man. At a recent Saturday popular 
concert the t in kl in g of the muffin bell onuide 
was too much for him, and he stopped his 
l erfnrmanee of Chopin'a fantasfatn F minor 
till the vender of indlgestlbles had passed 
away on his rounds. 

When the pianist Stavenhagen was in New 
York the Musical Courier did not cease tore- 
port that his recitals were a failure because ol 
the bad piano he played. When the same artist 
went to Chicaeo the artistic correspondent of 
the Courier, Walton Perkins, Utely critic of the 
Chicago Times and a good pianfst himself, re- 
ceived a telegram I'r la headquarters desiring 
him to "roast" btavenhagen, all on account of 
the piano. Mr. Perkins Immediately resigned, 
and now joumaliam kifows him no more. 

Levi, the gifted conductor of the Royal 
Theater of Munich, has justdistlnguished him- 
self by a beautiful production of Berlioz's "The 
Troyens." The difficulties of the staging, such 
as that which putting the famous wooden 
horse on the scene presents", were all victori- 
ously overcome at Munich, as they bad been 
before at Carlsruhe under Felix Mottel. The 
Paris Qrand Operarhouae still shrinks from 
coping with the dlfl|eulties of staging "The 
Troyens." 

South America has come to ti.e front with 
another operatic composer. H itherto tha moat 
popular of the composers born in the New 
World has been the Brazilian, Gomez— at lea-^t 
as far as Europe is concerned. His opera "II 
Guarany" enjoys great popularity In Sootbem 
Europe. Now, Bemtti, a resident of Buenoe 
Ayrcs, bas written an opera, "Taraa-Bulba," 
which bas been entttnslastiqally received at 
Turin, Italy. 

The Nikisch concerts 'ake place In London 
on June 10. There is great curiosity to hear 
this preat conductor from Buda I'esth, vthr> 
used once to conduct tha Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. Paderewski has agreed to play at 
the last of the Nikisch orchestral concerts. He 
will probably give another recital in London 
before sailing for New York In November. 

The oratorio periormances given by the Suiw 
day National League in London have proved 
so successful that orchestral concerts are to be 
given under the condnetorship ol Alberto 

iiandegger. 

The unpublished works of Chopin, WhiCb 
were recently discovered at Varsovia, have Just 
bsen performed In Paris at the Salle Srard, Iqr 
the brnUant pianist. Miss B. kezyzanowska. 

George Ellsworth Holmes, a barytone who 
haa w<Ht considerable sdcceas in the East is 
expect^ In San Francisco shortly. His -trip ia 
said to be a sight-seeing one only.

The Pacific Ooa.st 
native is as delicate in fiavor, though not 
the size of the Bliiepoint, and the offshore 
crab can donble-discount the fattest lob- 
ster that ever steamed in a dish at Del- 
monico's. In the matter of shrimps Cali- 
fornia has no equal on this side of the 
Atlantic, but the East scores a couple of 
points on softshell crabs and diamond- 
backs. In all other things the lenten 
diner of tiie AVest has decidedly the ad- 
vantage.

"To-morrow will be Friday, so we'll fish 
the stream to-day," sang the monk, in tiie 
days of old, when tlie brethren defiended 
upon the charity of the foresters for a fat 
buck and their own skill wilh the angle for 
the tenants of lake and stream. In this 
season of mortification and prayer the city 
markets make easy the path for the most 
devoted abstainer from Oesb meats. He 
may obey the ordinance of his chnroh and 
yet not fare badly. He may spread his 
table with choice viands and not offend. 
For the nets of the fishermen are in the 
bay from dawn till dark to keep pace with 
the increased consumption of tisli. 

There is ."^o mucli to clioose from, so 
many good things with which to furiiisli 
forth the Lenten table, that even tbe most 
experienced caterer mtist needs pause be- 
fore making his selection. 

He is concerned about bis soup. If he 
wants anything particular]}' rich there are 
big fat turtles sprawling on the floor. Or 
he may switch off to their cousin, the ter- 
rapin, claiming the direct diamond-back 
pedigree, but which are in reality "sliders." 
The reptile is not interdicted. He is more 
fish than flesh, and he is delicious when 
prepared with even the most ordinary 
skin. Fntting aside turtle and terrapin, 
tliere are purees of vegetables, or the 
luscious crab for substitutes. The clam, 
mud or sand clam, in'vites bis attention. 
Now thei latter, steamed in the shell, with 
garlic sauce, hare the faculty of inciting 
appetite. Only their complete disappear- 
ance from the dish givea the signal to lialt. 

The asparagus this year is simply sn- 
perb, and the artichokes are like Dutter. 
An artichoke salad is one of the choicest 
things on earth, and is ranged side by side 
w ith cold asparagus. Yet tue peas are also 
inviting, so to take them all in, the Lenten 
caterer makes a Russian salad, when all- 
tiiose delicious Tegetables are mixed to- 
gether in the same proportions, the pallor 
of artiulioke and asj'aragus serving as a 
foil for the light emerald of tbe pea. He is 
fortunate if ha pan aeonreafew alligator 
pears to blend with this toothsome com- 
pound. 

Tlie softshell crab and the shrimp lie 
fraternally together on the fishmonger's 
stall. Both are high i.la:-s, both have their 
admirers, and the wise epicure greets them 
with impartial affection. On the table at 
tbe same time it invariably happens that 
tbe diner will partake of a little of both. 
A curry of shrimp may win the first choice, 
because, as it comes steaming on the table, 
it at once enlists the sense of smell, but the 
crisp brown crab makes a close second. 
Then there are oysters and mussels for 
another variety in this line, but the oyster 
at this sea.son is apt to be crossed in "love, 
and is not as plump as in the winter 
months. 

For his piece de resistance, for the gre.-it 
dish which is to crown the dinner, the field 
is most extensive. There are shad, plump 
fellows, to be examined, and tbe shad roe 
baked with the fish is a precious morsel.

An inqneit in the case of Carlo Enrico 
Beta, who ahot Adele Wolf and then him- 
self in tiie Palace Hotel laat Thursday, 
was begun before Coroner Hawkins yester- 
day, llaay of the witnesses who were 
subpenaed failed to appear, so the case 
was only partlv heard. None of the rela- 
tives of the mtirdered girl were present, 
but they are expected to he in attendance 
at the next session. 

T. J. O'Neill, tbe assistant detective at 
tbe Palace Hotel, testified that Miss Wolf's 
sister called at the hotel in a state of t-reat 
excitement on Thursday afternoon about 
4 o'clock. She said that Reta and Adele 
were away together, and that judging from 
a note sent to their home on Leavenworth 
street, Keta intended to kill her sister. 
An examination of tbe register showed iu 
which room tbe couple were, and when 
O'Neill and Detective Glennon went to it 
they found them dead in bed. The couple 
weiit to the hotel shortly after mid- 
night Wednesday. 

in answer to a question asked by a 
juror, O'Neill said he aid not know whether 
Reta and Miss Wolf were under theinfl- 
encc of liquor or not when they arrived at 
the hotel, and they were dead when found 
in the roorii.

He bad a con- 
versation with him on the Wednesday 
night of the suicide. Reta then seemed 
cheerful and never said a word about sui- 
cide.

Trade Unionists Say They Asked 
For and Expected a Work- 
inarman. 



Tl>.r Mi pnimnipnt of E. L. Fitzgerald to 
IIm- 1 •: I'l- of Labor Commissioner has 
caiiseii ^onl<>tlliIl^ of a commotion in tlie 
ranks of organized labor. Irrespective of 
jwlitii-s.. the trade unionists almost to a 
juaii v:i-.irjusiy denounce the selection as 
iiijudic i.)U;i, an insult to labor and explain- 
able only upon the hypothesis of political 
pull. They say that the place has been 
given to a professional politician, who 
knows nothing of and who cares nothing 
for organized labor— a man who will follow 
in the footsteps of his predecessors, and 
draw a fat salarj- for ornamenting an office 
that ought to be abolished. 

Some tliere are who take a different view 
of the matter, and say, "Let us see what 
riannor of man this is whom the Governor 
iintli chosen; let us not condemn bim too 
Eu.in." 

i-oUowinc are given a number of inter- 
views on\the subject with representative 
w'orlcmgmen : 

M. McGlynn, president of the Labor 
Council and editor of the Voice of Labor, 
euid : 

I am not at present half so much interested 
Jn Mr. Fitzgerald's appointment or his prob- 
able course of action as 1 am in ascertaiuing 
npon what authority Governor Budd uses my 
name as one of the indorsers of Mr. Fitzgerald. 
W hen I Indorse anybody for anything I wish at 
least to be personally acquainted with that 
individual, and I did not know of Mr. Fitzger- 
ald's existence four months ego.

E. A. Parker, ciiairman e.vecutive com- 
mittee. Typographical Union said: 

Our union indorsed L. P. Ward for I.«bor 
Comiaissioner, and hoped that Hudd would 
sec lit to appoint him. Ward has been ideuTt- 
fit-d with labor organizations for many years, 
and was emineniiy qualilied for the j'lace. 
t^iill. had Budd selected a man from the ranks 
of labor, or even one who was fairly acquainted 
with ttie labor movement, we would not have 
a v.crd to say against the appointment. But 
Jooii at hi' strange chcict.

the position, but did not care much who got 
the place, so loog as a labor man was selected. 
By a labor man I mean a man who has bc^n 
ijdentified with labor organizations in some 
way at some time. Whatdoes Fitzgerald know 
about trade unions? He is a politician, and as 
lon« as the Labor Bureau Is run as a political 
offleeso long will It fail in the objects for which 
it was organised. What has Walts done? At 
the last session of the Legislature an effort was 
made to do away with the Labor Bureau. Why? 
Because it is well known that lu operation 
under present methods Is a faice. For this 
reason no appropriation was made for the next 
lourvears. This bureau costs the State over 
$7(>00 a year, and it is a fact that no good at all 
Is derived from its existence. The story that 
Bndd mad* the appointment upon the indorse- 
ment of the Oakland and Alameda Federation 
of Trades is not true. This body was asked to 
indorse Fituerald, but refused point blank, 
and John Gelder, president of the Oakland 
Federation, so stated before a meeting of onr 
council only a few nights since.

The new police ordinances regardini; ani- 
forms and when they should be worn, 
which have been passed by the commis- 
sion, are not meeting as a whole a gener- 
ous welcome from the patrolmen and the 
patrol serpeants. There are some points, 
however, which all the outside men are 
qnite willing to approve of, and prominent 
aninnc these is the rule which deinaiids 
that all members of the force on iiibide 
duty shall wear uniforms. 

It has come to be the custom with the 
men doing desk task or clerical work in the 
head offices or in the stations to wear citi- 
zens' dress while on daty. Asa conse- 
quence they have, in a measnre. formed a 
class among themsel -"cs, and considerable 
feeling has spnine up between these mora 
favored members of the force and those 
whose duty Iceeps tliem upon the street. 
Under the new rule, however, every man 
connected with the police, with one or two 
exceptions of high officials, and also in the 
rase of the detectives, must wear his uni- 
lorni wiii> <i!i 'iiiiv. This is considered 
by tlie pairnimcn to Ix; but justice, and 
they are much satisfied with it. To con- 
form to the rule some men who have not 
worn a uniform in years will have to a^ain 
don the brass buttons and blue coat. 

The rule which demands that uniforms 
be worn at all times is meeting with a 
great deal of opposition. The nion form- 
ing the watches which go on at midnight 
have been allowed to wear what dress thcv 
pleased. The men say that when attired 
in plain clothes they have much more op- 
portunity to catch law-breakers than when 
conspicuously dressed in shining buttons 
and a lone and unmistakable uniforn coat. 
Any watchful thief can see them blocks 
away, they say. and if the rule is enforced 
11 marijcil decrease in the early morning 
arrests is predicated. 

The men also object strongly to the rule 
which will compel them to wear their 
coats buttoned tight, instead of with the 
upper two buttons, as is the present cus- 
tom. Their objection is based on a desire 
for their own protection. They cannot get 
at their weapons, they say, should they 
have to button their coats, and cases are 
haj^pening every day when an ability to 
whip out a club in aii instant is invaluable. 
The rule will compel the men to wear belts, 
and to carry their dabs outside. This was 
tried six or seven vears ago. and the resnlt 
was disastrous. The first policeman who 
was caught in a crowd felt for his club, but 
some quick-witted rioter had lifted 
it out of the sUng, and before 
the i>oIiceman could nnbntton his coat to 
draw more deadly weapons, his own club 
was used with vigor npon his head. It 
came to such a state that the men could 
not wear their weapons outside, and as 
with a buttoned coat they could not draw 
them from inside jua kets with anything 
like rapidity, a compromise was linallv 
made on two buttons. Tliis so far has 
done well. The men do not deny, how- 
ever, that the buttoned coat will give them 
a much neater appearance, and with the 
new helmet, which is lodked on witli 
favor, that they will form a much better 
looking body of men from a military 
standpoint. But they object to the but- 
toned coat at all times and to the uniform 
after midnight.

Democrats Talking of an In- 
vestigation by the 
Grand Jury.

Senators Opposing Railroad Meas- 
ures Lose Offices at 
the Mint. 



■V^'herever Democrats have congregated 
during the last few days t.'ie story told ex- 
clusively in the C.\i.L of the peculiar uses 
to wliioh Superintendent Daggett put the 
patronage of the Mint has been the theme 
of oonversation. As each day progresses 
there are new outcroppings to the vein of 
scandalous stories. Now the gentlemen 
who Mr. Daggett has attempted to humili- 
ate are even tal^ng of an investigation by 
the Grand Jury. 

One of those most in earnest is Max Pop- 
per. He makes no pretense of softening 
the charge tliat Mr. Dageett tried to bribe 
legislators, and was not able to succeed 
with some. Mr. Popper said: 

Each of the hold-over Senators was to re- 
ceive two places In the Mint. Most of them 
did. I know oi several who have both their 
men on the payroll, and one i^nator wbo has 
his father on the list «■< well. 

t^enator Kay \v.s> to get two men also. One of 
these, his brotlier, has been aiipoinied. When 
ho bespoke his sec*^n'l pin- e a ]iri>mise was de- 
manded of him thnl ho uouM ^ive L'tifftrctl his 
vote tor flitted states ^eimtor. He reiused to 
make this promise, and as a result be never Kot 
his second man In, and they are talking oi dis- 
ehareinn his brother. 

Of the other Democratic Senators who voted 
aiiaiii.'-t Paggeti a similar story could be told. 

They Were given i.atroiisge anil then threat- 
ened with its withdrawul it they did not, as 
Mr. Daggett admitted in naive way, "ilo the 
right liiiiiK." 

Now, right here It should be noted of what 
the right Ihini; coiidKted. It was first to vote 
for Daggett tor United .states Senator, and 
next, it we are to believe the teitimoiiy of sev- 
eral of the Senators, ti was also to vote for 
measures desired by tbe Southern Pacific. 

In this respect you might note with profit 
that those ^nators whose proteges retain firm 
hold on their places voted the right way on the 
streetcar bill, the anti-scalpers' bill, the anti- 
stopover bill and other measures in which the 
rai&oad was interested and against granting 
terminal facilities to the Ban Joaquin Valley 
Eailroad. 

Not only was this so, bnt those who did not 
vote for these measures were threatened with 
■the loss of their patronage at the Mint If they 
did not comply, and Mr. Daggett has begun a 
programme which would bring punishment to 
the independent ones. 

Now. this mav not be bribery, but It looks 
very much tike It. Mr. Daggett may be able to 
explain his action s3t!>fi<ctorily loa jury of the 
people, but when it comes to a (Jrand Jury he 
would find it a much more difficult matter. 

From the talk of a number of Demo- 
crats, many of whom did not wish to be 
quoted at present, an investigation by the 
Grand Jury may be demanded. The tern- ' 
per of the faction who have fought Rainey 
and Buckley has been sorely tried, and 
they feel that a certainty of deliverance is 
at hand. 

Mr. Popper voiced the sentiments of this 
portion of the Democracy when he an- 
nounced that Mr. Daggett was in partner- 
ship with Rainey. Last night hedid more. 
He claimed that the partnership was really 
with Buckley, whom Rainey represented. 

'•This talk of a break between Buckley 
and Rainev is all foolishness," said Mr. 
Popper. "It is about as convincing as the 
talk of the break between Ed I<annigan 
and Kaiiiey. Wliile the talk of their 
trouble was highest Lannigan's influence 
with Rainey made the latter induce Mr. 
Daggett to go to Sacramento to ask for the 
place of messenger to Registrar Hinton for 
Healey Davis, LaiiniL'an's tidtis acnates. 

"!f there v.as ever any doubt as to 
Rainey's influence with Daggett the ap- 
pointment of John Deegan to a place in 
the Mint on°;ht to put it to rest. Deegan 
was one of the eighteen men chosen from 
the Democratic convention by Cliairman 
Duprey to choose twelve men to be nom- 
inated as .Supervisors. 

"Twelve good men were picked. Then 
Deegan, the only one of tlie eighteen, 
fell down. The ljos;-es wanted ! ' org;iiii/,:i- 
tion. It was through Deegan ttity got it. 
and he has been rewarded with a place in 
the Mint, given him at the instance of Sain 
Rainey. 

"Deegan's treachery," Mr. Topper con- 
tinued, "consisted in submitting a minor- 
ity report in which six of the proposed 
Supervisors were tools of the bosses. Three 
of these men were eventually elected. It 
may he of interest to you to know," addled 
Sir. Popper, "that these three men were 
Snperrisors Hirsch, 'Wagner and Scully, 
all of whom are in the solid eight, and 
voted for the bituminous-pavement steal 
wtiicli the Mayor vetoed the other day." 

In speaking of the reward accorded the 
Senators who voted for the railroad bills 
and for Mr. Daggett Mr. Popper paid his 
compliments especially to Senator .\rras. 
He said lie was not able to say whether 
Mr. Arms was violating the laws by occu- 
pying a Federal position while still acting 
as State Senator. He knew he was acting 
contrary to the spirit of the law, though. 

"Mr. .\rms represents a workingman's 
district," said Mr. Popper, significantly. 
"He opposed the bill to encourage the 
building of the San Joaquin Valley road 
and received a place in the Mint. ' Now, 
what I want to know is how he is ttoing to 
explain this to his constituents. The mere 
prospect of the competing road has accel- 
erated the action of the Southern Paci fic 
Company in regard to the road to Haden. 
This will give many men work. The new 
road will give many more work. Yet this 
action Mr. Arms tned to obetract, and he 
has received a place under Mr. Daggett." 

Mr. Daggett is evidently becoming 
alarmed at the stir his action has occa- 
sioned. He no longer Has anything to say 
as to liis intentions, and announces that 
the matter of tbe removal of Mint em- 
ployes concerns himself alone, and that tbe 
general public haa no interest in the mat- 
ter. 

"Tbe Mint is out of the civil service 
rules entirely," he said. "I alone am 
responsible for appointments and removals 
and am answer.ible for all my acts. 1 con- 
sider myself as thoroughly arepresentative 
Democrat as any in the State. Others may 
say I am not, but that does not make tiieir 
assertions true." 

Mr. Daggett thought it was time to let 
the matter drop, as both sides had had 
their say. Concerning a certain scorching 
editorial in tbe Examiner be preserved an 
eloquent silence. He was moved to speech 
ill regard to the brother* of Senators Fay 
and Biggy, however. 

"I may have said I was not going to re- 
tain them," said he. "That does not affect 
the general public, though. It is only an 
affair in whioh they and myself are inter- 
ested." 

'I hongh the superintendent of the Mint 
may be on the back track, his enemies are 
not. They are all hot on Ins trail and the 
revelations they are prejiatdi to make are 
rattling Dones that were supposed to have 
cmmbled to dust lon^ ago. 

iPopper, the affronting and affronted Sen- 
ators whose votes were nnpurchasable, and 
the Mur})hvs of San .lose ai'e all on the 
warpath. They are resolute warriors, and 
they even go so far as to expose a hint that 
they may even bang the political scalp of 
Mr. Daggett in one of their wigwams. 

Senator Biggy is averse to tulkiiiL- about 
the matter. He urged that he \ie not quoted, 
saying that his political activity was hurt- 
ing his business. 

"The otlier day," he said, "a Deputy 
Sheriff advised one of my agents that he 
had better send the clothes he handled to 
some other laundry. He spoke to tbe man 
about the matter twice, and declared that 
though he and his friends might be a little 
slow they would get tiiere in the end. 

"That man was trying to hurt mv busi- 
ness Iwcause of my action on the fee bill. 
SenatorDunn told a man who had done busi- 
ness with me for ten years that if he didn't 
take down mj* sign he would not come 
into his shop again. His reasons, of coiuee, 



everybody knows. Now," added the 
Senator, "you can see why I do not want 
to be mixed up in the matter any more 

than I can help. 

"I will say, though, that when Mr. Dag- 
get gave my brother the place in the Mint, 
I thought it was to secure m.v aid in local 
politics, besides rewarding past faithful 
service lor the party. . At the time an at- 
tempt was being made to get the general 
committee to indorse the postal primary 
system. 

"Max Popper was trying to get the move- 
ment through. It was opposed by the 
Rainey-Buckley combination. Mr. Dag- 
gett wanted me to vote against the meas- 
ure. But, even if I had not been actively 
infavorof the measure, I would not have 
voted agaiust it because of the company it 
would have thrown me with." 

Senator Biggy explained that his eyes 
were opened as to Mr. Daggett's desires be- 
fore the session of the Legishiture opened. 
Then, he declares, he received his first in- 
timation that the latter wanted his vote for 
United States Senator. 

"It is significant," said Mr. Biggv with a 
laugh, "that Mr. Daggett advanced my 
brother from a $4 a day job to a $3 job just 
two weeks before the tegislature convened. 
Ihcn, wlienit was learned that the bait 
was refused, threats that he would be dis- 
charged and the wasliing of the Mint given 
to another laundry were used. ) 

"Thus forewarned I wired Secretary of 
the Treasury Carlisle, at 'Washington, a 
full account of the matter immediately 
upon tbe finishing of the Senatorial con- 
test In this message I stated that if he 
thought I should be punished fordoing 
what I considered to be my duty to the 
Democratic party as well as to the people 
of the State, then Mr. Daggett should be 
upheld in his threatened action. If such a 
step were deemed unwise, I advtoed him 
that the man placed to my Credit should 
not he interfered with." 

Mr. Biggy thought Mr. Daggett had 
taken time by the forelock and forwarded 
the announcement of his intention to dis- 
charge the Senator's brother lx;fore the 
telegram was sent. No answer was re- 
ceived to the message, but the sender re- 
ceived full value for the $13 75 it cost in 
the knowledge that the matter was placed 
in its projier iiglit at 'Washington. 

Althou^'h the laundry of which he is 
vice-president is not doing the washing of 
the Mint, Mr. Biggy is not sure that it will 
not be cslled npon to resume that work 
bi fore long. His reason is that before any 
money can be paid out to another laundry 
an official authorization mnst be given the 
Mint authorities to make such a payment. 
Thoagli he did not say so, ib. Bi(;gy 
evid-.Midy f nought the necessary authonia- 
tion would be slow in coming. 

"I have not signed the order for the 
money for last month's washing," he said, 
"audi won't for a while, either. As all 
vouchers and bills are sent lo Washing- 
ton at the same time this will render an 
investigation necessary and will obviate 
any chance of the matter being overlooked 
by chance and being allowed to go by de- 
fault." 

It lias been developed that the disposi- 
tion of the laundry vorkof the Hint had 
been a gift to Max Popper. This was a 

sort of olive-branch of peace and at the 
same time a salve to his wounded feelings. 
This makes the later summary disposition 
of it an injury to thst gentleman as well as 
to Senator Biggy, to whom it waa trans- 
ferre<l later by Mr. Popper. 

Congressman James G. Magnlre, whs is 
now in tian Francisco, was sent for Tues- 
day by Mr. Daggett, and a conference was 
held in regard to the Mint p.itronage. Mr. 
Maguire states that he thinks any derision 
reached by Mr. Daggett would hot be af- 
fected by their talk. He was confident from 
what Mr. Daggett said that that gentleman 
liad made up his mind to delay action 
upon the removal of the brothers of Sena- 
tors Fa.v and liiggy before seeing liim. 

"Mr. Daggett never advised with me in 
regard to the patronage of the Hint imtil 
our talk yesterday," said Mr. Maguire. 

"Then our coiivyation was largely 
general in its character. 1 do not feel at 
liberty to tell what was said at this talk. 
Had we worked more in harmony I would 
not hesitate. Mr. Daggett's method of 
handling tlie patronage of the Mint seems 
most ill advised, though, and had I been 
consulted 1 would have suggested a very 
difierent eeorae."

ONE OUESIli SEHLED. 

The Chosen Friends Decide 
Not to Reduce the Per 
Capita Tax. 



Interest To-Day Centers In the 
Election of the Qrand 
Officers. 



One of the mosC important qnestions pre- 
sented at this session of the Orand Coun- 
cil of the Order of Chosen Friends was de- 
cided yesterday, after a discussion that oc- 
cupied more than two hours. The discus- 
sion was brought on by a motion to reduce 
the per capita tax paid by the councils to 
the (irand Council from $1 to 70 cents per 
annum. The opposiiiu' forces wi-re led by 
S. M. Case for the reduced tax, and H. W, 
Hutton for that now in force. Each side 
iiad many able advocates, but tbe followers 
of Mr. Hutton finally won. Yesterday's 
action settles this question until th* next 
session. 

Earlier in the day another hot debate 
arose, which extended over a period of two 

hours, over the question of annual or bien- 
nial sessions. Final action was postponed 
until after the election of officers to-day. 

Many visitors had been attracted to the 
meeting by the announcement tliat the San 
Francisco initiatory team would give an 
exhibition of its work. This was done by 
initiating six members into Sunset Coun- 
cil, the exemplification being performed 
under the instructions of Grand A.ssistant 
Councilor Thomas O'Hrien. At the con- 
clusion of tbe initiation a vote of thanks 
was tendered the team. 

San Francisco was selected as the place 
for holding the next session of the Orand 
Council. 

In the evening the officers and represen- 
tatives attended the entertainment and 
dance at B'nai B'rith hall, tendered them 
by the councils of San l-'rancisco and Ala- 
meda counties. 

Among the new candidates for grand 
officers who have been announced within 
the past twenty-four hours are W. H. Sav- 
age of San I'cdro and (ieorgc F. Mack of 
lone for grand assistant councilor, Mrs. 
Grons of Auburn for grand prelate, and 
Mrs. C. Sweeney for grand warden. 'Wil- 
liam McFadden has withdrawn from the 
race for grand assistant councilor and has 
entered the contest for giand vice-coun- 
cilor. 

To-day will see the largest attendance of 
the session, a? the election for officers will 
take place, and there is to be a spirited 
content f<.r tiie tliree highest oillces, two 
candidates being in the field for grand 
councilor, tliree for grand assistant coun- 
cilor, and four for grand vice-councilor. 
Neither 8. C. Wallis nor M. Brickwcdel 
will have any opposition for recorder and 
treasurer, respectively.

Mr. Moulder Thlnl<8 It Is Not 
Necessary to Cut 
Them. 



With careful PInancterlns the Board 
Can Get Through All 
Right. 



Superintendent Moulder has been busy 
figuring since he received the communi- 
cation from Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Black as to the apportionment 
of the State tax for Ibe schools of San 
Francisco, and he has had the secretary to 
the board figuring, too, to devise ways and 
means to make both ends meet. 

They have figured it out that with care- 
ful financiering and the eallinir of a halt 
right now in the matter of expenditures 
not absolutely necessary that the thing 
can be done without a reduction of teach- 
ers' salaries. This will no lioubt lie a great 
relief to the minds of the city and county's 
900 teachers. 

"The estimate for mnning the schools 
this year," said Mr. Moulder yesterday, 
"was'$l, 062,000. It was expected" that the 
State would supply $(J00,000of this, and tbe 
Supervisors provided for raising ?4(»i,00i) 
more by taxation, which with the ifyi'.OOO 
surplus from the last year, would have 
made up the amount. Now comes this 
news from Sacramento reducing the State's 
supply of funds to a little over $-110,000 for 
the year, and we mnst cut our cloth accord- 
inglv and leave undone some things we in- 
temfed to do. I think wc can get through, 
although the board this year will have to 
meet a number of expenses that does not 
really belong to it, such as the paying of 
the several judgments for back salaries 
obtained by Harriet M. Faiichild and other 
teachers." 

"The shortage will not interfere with the 
completion of the school buildings now 

under way?" 

"Fortunately not. There are two build- 
ings now in course of construction, but 
they are being built with a special 
fund under control of the Supervisors. 
The brick addition to the Polytechnical 
High School on .Stockton street, which 
was built by the Board of Kducation, is 
fortunately completed and will be a model 
m its way. Its enuipment is rapidlv being 
completed and will oe wtiolly so before the 
end of this term. 

"How does it happen that the Super- 
visors are paying lor school buildinea? 
With the fund arising from the rental of 
the school property at Fifth and Market 
streets. Twenty years .ago this property 
was bought and bonds issued on its lease 
for twenty years. It has a frontage of 275 feet 
on Market street east and the same on Fifth 
street south, and is divided into eleven lots, 
upon w^hich buildings have been erected, 
the Lincoln and the Webster schools on 
part of it. The term of the bonds was up 
and they were redeemed in June, 1894, and 
since then the rentals have created a new 
fund of 13750 a month. The fund has aver- 
aged about $4^,000 a year. The leases all 
expire in September, 180.=>, and the fund 
realized from them since the bonds were 
redeemed will amount to about $r)2.i50. 

"It is from this source that some half- 
dozen schoolhouses have been built in these 
years without levying a tax, the last two of 
which are the Potrero cicht-class school- 
building, costinir about fJL',000, and the 
Ilouglass or Kiirelv.i \ alley .School, about 
$L'iJ,i.«J<i, now neariug completion. 

"With the expiration of this lease in 
September will arise an interesting ques- 
tion as to what to do with this property, 
which is valued at at least $1,SOO,000."

being y-.'ooti. He was appointed Consul Oc- 
tober 6, 18m, and his exequatur was issued 
by the President of the United States De- 
cember 13, 1894. The present action was 
commenced February 13, 1895, and judg- 
ment entered March 19, 1895, for the sum 
of 12540 and costs. 

Judge Seawell bases his belief that he 
had no jurisdiction over foreign Consuls on 
the decision of the Supreme Court of this 
State in 18^5, in the case of Miller vs. 'Van 
l.oben Sels. riie court then held that a 
State court has no jurisdiction of any 
action of law against a Consul of a foreign 
Government; that the exemption of snch 
Consul froni an action against him in the 
State court is not a jiersonal privilege, but 
is a matter of jurisdiction, which is not 
waived by the failure of the Consul to 
plead it, and that such exemption may 
even be taken advantage of for the first 
time in the Supreme Court on appeal.

Seventy Miles of Right of Way as a 
Gift, With Other Prlvl- 



The delegation representing the enter- 
prising citizens of Visalia appeared before 
the airectors of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railway yesterday ,and pre- 
sented a proposition that is in sveiy way 
rkablefor its generosity and its.ring 
of b'-'.jiness. 

Tbcir offer was nothing le?? than a right 
of way through Tulare County and ample 
land for a station in Visalia, provided that 
the valley road wiU run into their bustling 
bttle city. 

They were : E. C. Farnsworth, Mayor of 
Visalia; E.O. Miller, attomey-«t-law ; Wil- 
liam H. Hammond, Ckianty Clerk of 
VisaUs and Ben M. Maddox, editor of the 
Viaalia Kmes. 

Xayor Farnsworth was chief spokesman 
for the eommittee. Said he : 

'We come down as > committee from tbe 
Vi^r.lla Uoard oi Trade to make a definite 
J Topofltion to secure the bnildlDC of the rail- 
road ihrough Visalia. The proposition 1» that 
we would secure tor them the right of way 
from the Fresno County line through the city 
■of Visalia to the Kern County line, a distance 
of seventy miles, or one-fiith of the entire dis- 
tance from San Francisco to Bakersfield. In 
addition to that we propose to glre them 
ample depot grouuds in the city of Visalia. 
and we have subscribed $'25,000 to the capital 
stock oi the road. That is eondltloned on the 
main line being built throoi^ the eity of 
Visalia. 

As an argument ss to why the road should 
be built through Visalia we call attention to 
the fact that forty-five years ago, when the 
entire San Joaqnih Valley road was open to 
settlement settlers first went to Visalia because 
It was the most fertile portion of the valley, 
and it is the oldest town in the San Joaquin 
Vallev, eitablished in 1850. 

Wbun the Southern Pacific Companv was 
first projected, U started to locale its own 
towns as it went down the valley. Knights 
Ferry was the capital of ;;tanislaus County. 
Bnelilng was the capital of Merced County. 
Millerton was the capital of Fresno County. 
When the Southern Pacific people ran down to 
Modesto in Stanislaus County, they moved the 
county seat to Modesto, tilling Knights Ferry, 
and Merced was made the capital of Merced 
Connty. Fresno was made the capital of 
Fresno County, and HUlerton was ruined. Mil- 
lerton bM not even a postoffice to-day. They 
smde the same attempt in Tulare County, but 
■ they did not tncceed. 

The local capitaliita of Visalia built two 
roads from Visalia to connect wlththeSotttbem 
Pacific Railway. Viaalla and Goehen road was 
built from Goshen, a distance of seven miles, 
and the local road was built from Goshen to 
Tulare City, a distance of eleven miles. 

We have a great many wealthy people in the 
city ol Visalia. The population has steadily 
increased, and to-day it is the largest city in 
the San Joaquin Valley with the e.xception of 
Fresno. Our streets are paved with asphaltum, 
stores are lighted with arc light*, houses with 
incandescent lights. We have a magnificent 
water system, and are going to build a cannery 
just as soon as we caa get lower freight rates. 

There are two ways that liiis road can go 
from Fresno to Hakcr&field. One is by way oi 
ilanford, ju^t east ol Tulare Lake, and on dow n 
to Haker.stield. Hanford is a splendid Utile 
city and \vell-<levclc)[H;d. If the road goes from 
Fresno by way ol Visalia It will pass through a 
county that is well developed, and could con- 
tinue by way of Porterville, the citrus-belt of 
Tulare County, a locality that is growing very 
rapidly and is Ji..-;;;:' il to rival r.iverside in 
the production oi i'ri;i!--. 

In the last live years we have planted about 
7000 acres of i>eaches and prunes, and we now 
have in Tulare County about 6O0 acres of lem- 
ons and limes and several thousand acres of 
oranges. We have now tbe best prodnee we 
hare ever bad. Oar potatoes ai« aspeeially 

£lfe. 

We appreciate the intelligent way the Call 
has been referring to tiie competing road, and 
leel very much satisfied that it has a correct 
idea of the situation in the iian Joaquin Valley. 

The right of way is through a highly 
productive and thickly settled country, 
which of itself will contribute largely to 
the support of the valley railroad. 

The directors were evidently deeply in- 
terested in the generous offer, font gave 
them considcrabie encouragement and 
proved how popular the competing road 
has grow n all along the route. They toqk 
it under auvisciuent, with profuse thanks 
to the committee, and assurances of im- 
mediate attention. 

Several maps and documents to assist 
the railroad engineers in their survey 
were presented to the directors with a 
bundle of documents and pamphlets, the 
latter being an official publication of the 
Visalia Board of trade on the resources of 
Tulare County and its advantages for a 
competing railroad, approved a month ago. 
Begarding tne railroad it says: 

A competing railroad running north and 
■outb through the eastiern portion of tbe 
Southern San Joaquin Vallev would traverse a 
territory, every acre of w.'iich, practically, 
would contribute to the traffic relied upon for 
maintenance of the road: whereas a road west 
of tbe main line of the Southern Pacific would 
pass through a less productive country and 
skirt Tuiare Lake, a shallow bodvof water with 
b minimum area of 220 square m'ilcs (increased 
in sta.'-oiis oi heavy rainfall), which will con- 
tribute no freight. The countrj- south of the 
lalce for a considerable distance produces little. 

The grade iu the territorv between the two 
railwayb U not appreciable, the oonditions ate 
favorable for con-truet'.on, and the river Croas- 
Ines for bridges are the best. 

This territory covers an area of 400,000 
acres, of which 385,000 are ^ow irrigable (in- 
cluding the pasture lands), and of the remain- 
ing 15,000 acres 10,000 mav be supplied from 
existing irrigation syftemp, and 5000 acres in 
the southern part are susceptible of irrlg»tton 
Irom a proposed system. 

In this large body ol land there Is not to ex- 
ceed, in the aggregate, half a township nn- 
sUited for growing grain. The area covered b7 
orchards la about 5000 acres, the treater part 
ol whicb win be in bearing this voar ; in vines 
-liaOOaetesate planted. The acreage of fruit 
' tieea and vines, at the close of the present 
planting season, will amount to 'JOOO acres. In 
alfalfa are 1500 acres, in grain and mlsceUa- 
neojus.crops 200,000 acres, and the balance, 
nearly 180,000 acres, Is devoted to pasturage. 

The area of uncultivated land grows lens eacb 
year, and no portion of the valley it being de- 
veloped more rapidly. Fruit-growing is des- 
. • ilned to be the leading Indnnry, and citrus 
lapd deciduous fruits al« being planted at a 
' rate exceeding 2000 acres annually. 

The area wil' In a favorable year, such as the 
present, produce, including the amount re- 
quired for local consumption at a conservative 
estimate, 13,835 carloads of grain, 3500 of 
green fruit, 1200 oi raisins, 300 of bay, 1800 of 
pasturage products, 300 of miscellaneous, or a 
total of 20,435. Adding 1065 tons of Inward 
freight to this the grand total wonld he 21,- 
tOil. 

'l i i! total, considering ten tons as a, carload, 
amounti, to an average of lifty-nina carloads 
dally for the year. 

To show that the committee tcpresented 

a considerable area which plays an im- 
portant part in tbe economy of California 
jt w as staled that Tulare Oonnty covers 
Mao square miles, has apopulatlon of 24,- 
•674, a tultivated area of ^7,864 acres and an 
assessed valuation of fl5,(i}:i.(>4C. 

Regarding the claims of X'isalia on the 
valley road, the following statements are 
. maae: 

. ' Visalia t* tbe most Important shipping sta- 
tion in the county, although it loses much bUKi- 
negsbecaoaeofnotbelngonamain line. Grain, 
hay and wood are hauled to sutions on the other 
lines from points nearer Visalia to wve the ex- 
pense of tbe short haul. The greatest loss of 
freight, however, is In the matter of livestock, 
for the s^ame reason. This alone Is an im- 
portaiit item, as Visalia buyers and dealers 
ship an average of three carloads a day. Not- 
withstanding this fact, theliveetook forwarded 
from Vistdla in lij04 amounted to 4,480,000 
pounds, or 225 carloads. 

Tlic other imjiortant, and soon to be most Im- 
ponaiii items, are green and dried' fruit.

yesterday, "hi fact the directoris cannot 
find tinie to meet all the delej;ations from 
the country that desire to come here and 
offer rights of way and anbscriptions. We 
receive letters daily from valley towns ask- 
ing for appointments with the Board of 
directors to present their resi>ective iinluce- 
ments for running the railway through 
them. 

"I migbt add that many subt-criptions 
come direct to this office. A lady came iu 
to-day and took;iO shares, or $3000 worth of 
stock. From day to day interest in the 
road grows more and more intense, tor 
everybody sees now that the enterprise is 
an accomplished fact." 

The railway s ollii es are at 221 Market 
street, where' subscriptions will lie reoeiyed 
by the secretary. In a short time all th« 
stock will be bought up, as present indieft- 
tions an favorable to a greater boom than 
erw in tbe road's prospects.

The Pacific Business College, which was 
established in 186.3, has closed its doors and 
gone out of existence. Part of the furni- 
ture was removed yesterday to Heald's 
BnsinesB College, aad the remainder will 
be sold at auction. The old college was a 
snceesa from th« start, and whenT. A. 
Robinson went in as partner in 1872 its 
popnlarity increased. For many yean he 
was president of the institation, bnt a few 
months ago he retired, J. Wesley Griffiths 
.purchasing his interest in the concern. 

Competition has latterly been very keen 
and the Pacific steadily lost ground. Find- 
ing the UDhill task too much for him Mr. 
Griffiths closed the doors. 

Professor Robinson was very much sur- 
prised when told the news la'-t niylit. "To 
think that the old place has gone out of 
existence," said he. "Why the names of 
business men, lawyers, clergymen and 
bankers who graduated from the college 
would fill a 1x>ok. Ex-Mayor EUert and 
the late Mavor's clerk graduated from my 
school. K. Durbrow of the Anglo-Califor- 
nia Bank, two of the Castles of Castle 
Brothers. C. Bates, son nf the attornev, 
Mary E. Speakman with the J. D. Spreek- 
els <fe Bros. Company, George D. Shadbnme 
the attorney, James A. Weeks with M. 
Heller & Sons, B. W. Ferguson with Moore, 
Ferguson & Co. and the Rev. Donald M. 
Ross of Lebanon Presbyterian Church w ere 
all scholars in the Pacific Business College 
and graduated with honor. 

"Our graduates are not confined to San 
Francisco alone, for there is not a town 
in the State but one or more of our pupils 
are located in it. I don't mean to say that 
all the people turned out were all top- 
notcbers, but I can say without fear of con- 
tradiction that our graduates are classed 
with men of the best standing in the Htate.

Supervisor Charles E. Benjamin of the 
Third Ward, protege of Dan Boms and a 
star member of the "solid eight," has oc- 
cupied his room at the American Exchange 
Hotel quite fieqnently'of late, hoping, per- 
haps, thereby to establish a legal resi- 
dence in tbe ward from which he was 
elected last Kovember, when the boss 
with a military title "moved" him up 
from Redwood City and made him a city 
official.

His feelings overcame him 
quite, and in a, burst of colloquial 
conliiience he said in the presence of half a 
dozen men that "Burns had promised to 
move him up from Redwood City and 
make him a Supervisor." This was a1x>ut 
September 20, and it came to pass that a 
few days after Beiijaiuin "moved" to San 
Francisco— that is he put his name on the 
American Exchange register, and he was 
assigned to room 4S.

THE QUINN INQUEST. 



The Coroner's Jury Returns Two Ter- 
diets Cunrernhig the Gaose of 
Uer Death. 



A Coroner's inquest was held yesterday 
on the body of _Mrs. Catherine Magdalen 
Quinn, who died' at 1203 Market street on 
the 5th inSt., it was supposed from a crim- 
inal operation. 

Evidence was given by Mrs. Nellie Avers, 
proprietress of the lodgitig-hoti.se in which 
the unfortunate woman died, Drs. A. 11. 
Mays, J. S. Stone and C. J. Patton, who 
were called in consultation when she 
was near death's door, Mrs. Annie 
Fulton, her bosom friend, T. V. 
McLaughlin, her brother; Charles W. 
Quinii,the liusband; Charles L. Morgan, 
a chemist who exaniiiKil the >.ti)mach of 
the deceased, and Detective Hogan, who 
wrote, by dictation, the dying woman's 
statement, in which she charged Dr. Rob- 
ert S. Macbeth of Sutter street and Grant 
avenue with causing her death. 

The jury after long deliberation re- 
tomed two verdicts, a majority report 
signed by L. A. Rea, A. Bear, Henry 
Ernst, J. I. Puougel and Henry Marcus, 
in which it was charged 'that the 
deceased came to her death by 
a criminal operation performed by 
"a certain Dr. Macbeth," and a minority 
report that her death was caosed by a 
criminal operation performed by **person 
or persons unknown." 

When Dr. Macbeth was taken back to 
the City Prison by Detective Anthony a 
charge of murder was tjooked against him, 
the complaining wUness being Deteetiye 
Ed Gibson.

FIXING THE BLAME. 

The Inspectors of Holla and Boilers Are 
at WoA ott tli* Bto 
Case. 



On her last voyaee to Hongkong, via 
Yokohama, the steamer Rio de Janeiro 
ran on a rock while steaming along the 
Japanese coast and came near being 
wrecked. A hole fourteen feet long and 
from one to four feet wide was torn in her 
bottom, and Captain Smith had to run her 
ashore to prevent her from sinkinK. The 
Ivio Returned to port a few days ago, and 
an investigation was held hj Inspectors of 
Hulls and Boilers E. 8. Talbot and W. A. 
Phillips yesterday. 

The witnesses examined were: Captain 
J. T. Smith, Chief Officer F. Cattamick, 
Second Officer J. C. Johnson and Chief 
Engineer J. H. Mathews. In his testimony 
Captain Smith said tbe vessel struck at 
1:35 F. M. on the starboard side. 

Her way was not stopped, so it must 
have been a pinnacle rock that did the 
damage. The boats were all swung out, 
the sluice gates closed and the pnraps 
started. Five minutes after the accident 
there was twenty-one feet of water in the 
forward compartment and three feet in the 
main. Her head was turned for the shore, 
and the order to crowd on all steam was 
given. It was a wild and rocky coast and 
the first place reached was so crowded with 
pinnacle rocks that the skipper resolved to 
move along until a suitable anchorage was 
reached. A sandy beach could not be 
found, and there being no time to waste 
she was nin aground on some large round 
bowlders. 

As soon as the vessel was comparatively 
safe the purser wae sent ashore to tele- 

fraph for assistance. The nearest station 
eing thirty miles away the message had 
to be sent by Japanese runner.'. 

An attempt to stnp u]. the hi'l<' by ineans 
of sails was made, but it failed, and an at- 
tempt to lighten by jettisoning the cargo 
met a similar fate. When it was found 
that the pumps could not control the water 
distress signals were burnt from the main- 
mast head. Two days later a tug with all 
necessary wrecking appliances arrived, and 
when a diver had reported upon the nature 
of the damage the work of saving the 
steamer was at once commenced. 

A large pad was made out of mattresses 
and sails put over the hole. When in 
place the weight of water pressing against 
It held it in place aid the water in the hold 
was soon lowered to thirteen feet. After 
considerable trouble she was taken to Nag- 
asaki and there patched up. At Yokohatna 
temporary repairs were made, and at 
Hongkong she was thoroughly over- 
hauled at an expense of |20,000. 

The local inspectors will decide who was 
to blame for theacci Unt sometime to-day. 



The members of the Paciflo Coast Pigeon 
Society are much worked up over the re- 
ports of alleged world-beating flights of 
homing pigeons that have found their way 
into certain San Francisco newspapers in 
the last few davs.

Eacb of them owns 
nnmerons varieties of feathered beanties. 
Their dub meets un the first Friday of 
every month at 330 Pine street and has 
been in existence a)x)ut six years. 

The fancy is growing on this coast and 
new additions -are constantly being made 
to tbe ranks. The flying seasons are spring 
and fall, but the members have been too 
busy this spring to arrange for any events. 
They promise, however, to engage with 
zest in the sport in the coming fall. 

A. N. Bayley, the secretary of the so- 
ciety, when questioned by a Call reporter 
ye."ienhiy with reference to the longest of- 
hcial tiig'ht on this coast, stated that it was 
made from Santa Barbara to San Fran- 
cisco, one of his birds arriving here after 
having ijeen on the wing a day and night. 
Its slow time was accounted for by the fact 
that some of its pinfeathers were gone, 
showing that it had l>een attacked by a 
hawk. 

With reference to the reported long 
flight between San Francisco and Portland 
in nine hours, Secretary Bayley declared 
that it was a newspaper yam, and made 
the following Statement tor pnblteation in 
the Call: 

"As several articles have recently ap- 
peared in San Francisco newspapers rela- 
tive to an alleged flight of homing pigeons 
from Saii Francisco to Portland, and as the 
claim of a nine-hour flight between those 
points has t>een published, it behooves me 
as an officer of the Pacific Coast Pigeon 
Society and California Homing Club to 
take exception to such reports, which orig- 
inate, evidently, with bird-dealers, and 
which are absolutely untrue. 

"The greatest day flight yet made by 
homing pigeons is '530 odd miles between 
sunrise ana sunset. It is rank noll^'en«e 
to assert that anv homing pigeon 'can fly 
from San Francisco to Portland In nine 
hours, even under the most favorable con- 
ditions. The California Homing Club is 
deeply interested in attaining desirable re- 
sults in ttus field, but one of its prime ol>- 
jects is to confine its reports to records 
which are true and indisputable. Those 
alleged flights, which surpass the flights of 
fancy, while they exist merely in the alle- 
gation, nevertheless have a tendency to 
injure the honest sport. It has notcome to 
the knowledge of tne Pacific Coast Pigeon 
Society that any such flight as that be- 
tween' San I'raiicibco and Portland was 
contemplated, nor that any flight Itas re- 
cently l>een made between those soiBts."

Mr. Duckett came into possession of this 
memento in this way: One day several 
years ago Mr. Duckett boarded a streetcar 
directly after a stout man, whose fall brown 
beard and black slouch hat struck Mr. 
Duckett as familiar. A moment latter be 
recognized his fellow-passenger as General 
Grant, whom he had frequently seen during 
a sojourn at 'Washington ssTeial months 
previous. 

Mr. Duckett took a seat directly opposite 
the distinguished gentleman. The con- 
ductor came in to collect the fares. Mr. 
Duckett handed the conductor a dime, and 
at the same moment General Grant gave 
the same official a nicitel. The conductor 
turned the general's nickel over to Mr. 
Duckett and rang up the {ares. Mr. Duck- 
ett carefully stowed his "change" away in 
a separate pocltet and has olieTished the 
coin ever since because of its haviag been 
last used by the gr^t lOldiai^r 
Philadelphia Record. 



Irving M. Scott has returned from the 
East, where he had l>een on business con- 
nected with building of warships on the 
Pacific Coast. In his absence he noticed 
tlie growth of the new California, and on 1 
this subject, as well as upon other matters ! 
of general public interest, he had much to 
say last night. 

He was asked about the object of his 
visit to 'Washington, and his reply was: 

"My work was principally to get an act 
of Congress to get some of the sUps of wair 
built upon thdb coast, and we succeeded in 
doing po." 

In thns suddenly switching off into the 
plural Mr. Scott no doubt had in mind the 
public-spirited representatives from Cali- 
fornia. 

. "We will eet one torpedo-boat and one 
battle-ship on the Pacific Coast. The tor- 
pedo-boats decided upon in February are 
in the hands of a committee that will re- 
port in about a month, and the prospect 
of building one of them in San Francisco 
is very good. If n ^luall one it will cost 
about $2.'i5,00(:i, and if large about $250,000. 
The battle-ship will cost about $1,500,000, 
and all that work will be done here on this 
coast. 

"The feeling in the Eastern money 
centers is very favorable toward California 
at present. The belief prevails that Cali- 
fornia has recovered from her period of de- 
pression and this is the place to make in- 
vestments. They arc watching what we 
ar4 doing with a great deal of interest. If 
the people will only get facilities here and 
so place themselves on an equality with 
the facilities there we will do as well as the 
East. 

"The movement ol the Manufacturers' 
Association in endeavoring to create a pub- 
lic opinion in favor of home products is 
the best movement on their part for Cali- 
fornia in my recollection. As an illustra- 
tion of the point — in tbe month of March 
last iaiij kicomotives, costing f 10,000 each; 
1500 cars costing fSOOO each, and fifteen 
first-class passenger coaches, costing $15,000 
each, were ordered in the East for use iu 
California. These items represent less 
than half of the annual amount which is 
necessary to keep up the railroad traffic of 
California, all of which with improved 
appliances in use elsewhere could be man- 
ufactured in this State as cheaply as in tbe 
East. 

"There is a very good feeling in New 
York over the revival of mining, and there 
is ever}' prospect of a profitable business in 
tliat line. The development of our local 
wants has attracted the attention of Bast- 
em manufacturers. In some departments 
tliey have been supplying materials that 
should have been made and could have 
been made at home with very little exer- 
tion on the part of our manufacturers. I 
hope that the spirit aroused will not he 
allowed to die, but will steadily grow until 
articles made elsewhere for local use will 
not be of sufficient amount to be worthy of 
notice. This problem is in the hands of 
the manufacturers themselves, and can 
only be met by them in supplying home 
wants at home as cheaply as abroad." 

Speaking of the agitation to increase the 
population of Ban Francisco to half a 
million, Mr. Scott said it had attracted a 
great deal of attention in the Ea«tern 
cities, and feared it may bring an undesir- 
able class of people here. This, he added, 
should be guarded against by encouraging 
immigration of thrifty citizens with some 
money and a desire to work. 

With reeard to national politics he oh- 
served while traveling that the two great 
political parties seeiu to l>e shaping them- 
selves on more ^jub^>taIltial lines than have 
marked the last two campaigns. 

"The fundamental principles," said he, 
"are apparently that policy which will 
give most work "to the people." 

He has come to tbe conclusion that bi- 
metallism, with the coinage of sUver ar- 
ranged upon an international basis, will be 
the solution of the silver agitation. Mr. 
Scott saw that a feeling is growing in favor 
of annexation of Hawaii and completion of 
the Nicaragua canal. He thinks it pretty 
certain that the next Congress will author- 
ize the construction of a cable between 
San Francisco Sad ~ Honolulu. Then 
changine his subjeetto the Park Museum 
and art, he said: 

"As Califomians are burying their dif- 
ferences and petty jealousies to pull to- 

f;ether, and making tne building and own- 
ng of their own railway possible, in a few 
years 1 expect to see just as fine an exhibi- 
tion of works of artinoor as in other 
cities of America." 

He had friendly words for the C.\ll and 
its policy. 

"The Call's stand on lotteries is splen- 
did," said he with a tonch of enthusiasm. 

"Its views should be enforced. If any 
one wants to see the effect of dealing 
wholesale in lottery, let him go to New 
Orleans and look at the people who play 
in 'policy.' Every other city has pronilS- 
ited the sale of lottery tickets and publica- 
tion of prizes. 

"I have also noticed the position of the 
Call in regard to quality of news, and 
I think that if the Call will 
get another example by keeping its 
Sunday edition down to a practical 
size and also keeping out worthless matter 
it will make another stride and be appre- 
ciated by tbe intellheent readers. The 
prominence given to the local news of the 
Pacific Coast in placing it on tbe front 
page should be taken as an example by 
every paper on this coast, for by so doing 
they Will command the respect of other 
portions of the cbnntry. Thu innovation 
of the Call has my best wishes, as being 
in line with the new order of things BOW 
existing in California."

(80,(XiO men), though the value of this 
branch of the service is, to a certain ex- 
tent, an unknown quantity. As a contem- 
porary points out, few reserve men possess 
much qualification beyond habits of dis- 
cipline. The magazine rifle has been now 
supplied to the entire regular army at 
home and abroad (including India ) and tbe 
militia.

BIOE -PAPEB TBEE. 

It nourishes In Florldfi and Might In 
This State. 

The nj^ce-paper tree, one of the most in- 
teresting of the flora of China, has recently 
been successfully experimented with in 
Florida, where it now nourishes, with 
other sul>4ropical and Oriental species of 
trees and shrubs, says the St. Louis Re- 
public When first transplanted in Amer- 
ican soil the experimenters expressed 
doubts of its hardiness, fearing that it 
would lie nnable to stand the winters. All 
these fears have vanished, however, and it 
is now the universal opinion that it is as 
well adapted to the climate of this country 
as to that of the famed Flowery Kingdom. 

It is a small tree, growing tn a height of 
less than fifteen feet, with a trunk or stem 
from three to five inches in diameter. Its 
canes, which vary in color according to 
season, are large, soft and downy, the form 
somewhat resembling that noticed in those 
of the castor bean plant. The celebrated 
rice paper, tbe product of this queer tree, 
is formed of thin slices of the pith, which 
is t^en from the body of the tree in beau- 
tiful cylinders several inches in length.

Some weeks ago Oeneral Booth, who con- 
ceived the idea of the Salvation Army, 
spent several days in San Francisco, and 
during that time he delivered a series of 
lectures on what the army had done and 
what they proposed to<io. 

In a lecture delivered at Metropolitan 
Hall, General Booth among other things 
said : "The Salvation Army is in no sense 
a church, nor will it ever be merged into a 
denominational body so long as I have 
anything to do with it., The army has its 
mission to perform and can do it without 
conflicting with the church." 

General Booth has either mmed front or 
his lieutenants. Ensign Wood of the Oak- 
land Training School and Cajitain MoFee 
of the local social wing, are advocating re- 
forms and promulgating rules not laid 
down in tne order-book. Ensign Wood is 
credited with saying that it has always 
been a rule of the army that a soldier could 
not join a secret society and retain his 
membership with a church, though the 
rule untd recently had never been en- 
forced. 

General Booth has now issued a new 
order, says Ensign Wood, calling upon all 
the officers to rigidly eiifureu the law. 
Captain McFee says that he has never 
heard of such a mle, neither has General 
Booth instructed him to draw the line on 
soldiers retaining their niumbersbip with 
churches on joining secret orders. What 
Captain McFee says about the matter, 
however, is equaUy as interesting as 
Ensign Wood's talk about the General's 
sweeping order. Captain HcFee said 
yesterday : 

I think Ensign Wood has been misqaotad, for 
I know ot no such rule In the order- 
book, neither has General Booth written me on 
the subject. I want to say, however, that I do 
not think a man can serve two masterti— that is 
the church and Salvation Army. When a man 
joins our ranks be pledges bis word to devote 
all of hiii lime and money to us. We are a 
chureli jii'-t as much as the Methodist, Baptist 
or Hiiy etht-r deiiuniiiiation. A man cannot be- 
long to » .Metliu.i. si and Baptist church at the 
same rime, (na he? Then Iclaim that a soldier 
cannot eumbine ehurcli with his army obliga- 
tioiiJ^, When a man eoraes lo us he tigiis a 
declaration, a portion ot which reads as fol- 
lows; 

"lielieving rolemnly that the Salvation Army 
has been created by uod. and is sustained fM'l 
directed by liiui, X do hereby declare my ftill 
deterinina'.ion by (jod's help lo Lie a true sol- 
dier of liie army till 1 die. I do hereby declara 
i t jiat I ^\ ill spend all the time, strength, money 
and inti iieiK e I can in snpporting and carrying 
on this war." 

N<nv. as regards secret BOdeUes I am opposed 
to them, because 1 claim that a man cannot be 
ft christian hampered by secret obligations. 
Something in the oath he takes is bound to 
conflict with bis Salvation Army dnUes, and 
therefore he is compelled to do violence to his 
conscience for the benefit of one of these insti- 
tutions. I was a Mason once, but Ifoundtnat 
I could not t>e a Salvationist and keep that up 
too, so 1 let good fellowship go. 

You may put me down as saying that secret 
societies and the church on one side and the 
Salvation Army ontheotherdoa'tgo.OfooDrse 
there are tliMisands of Christian people in 
churches and secret societies, and I don't want 
to be misunderstood on that point, but the sal- 
vation Army is a church, starting out praeti- 
cally on the Hues followed by the Melhouists 
years ago. 

Mrs. McFee, the wife of the captain, was 
not so sue abont the rule in the order- 
book relating to churches and secret orders. 
She thought that such a rule existed, but 
did not know just where to find it. 

Editor Millsapsof the War Cry was 
equally at sea concerning the correctness 
of the statement made by Ensign Wooti of 
Oakland, though he bad a vague recollec- 
tion that a rule of some kind on that sub- 

tect was to be found in General Bootii's 
'ook of instructions. He would not be 
surprised at anything, he said, for the 
army had spread itself throughout the 
civilized world, and had pained a footing 
which nothing could now shake. 

Of coturse, all this talk about the churches 
and secret societies has created more or 
less comment among the different de- 
nominations, thoUL'h until General Booth 
announces that the course outlined by F^n- 
sign Wood is to be the future policy of the 
Salvation Army, criticism, either for or 
against the jilari, will hardly be indulged in. 
In a general way Her." Dr, .Marken/ie 
comes very near outlining the popular 
f eeline. In speaking of the matter yester- 
day he said : - 

So far as I understand matters Ihe churches 
have been glad to vive of i;:eir ir.emliers and 
money for the work of the halvaiioii Army. 
The army as such reHeii»-il a class In our com- 
munities and helped rliem iu a moral way 
which could not be reached by the churches. 
The army has now apparently drawn enouifh 
of our meiuliers r.nd money to feel and declare 
their independence. Tiiis is their unoues- 
tioned prerogative, for wliich none 'w ill say 
them nay. It i*! also human nature Illustrated 
in every such movement and wa« to be ex- 

pclcd. 

They have di.seovered their field and now 
seek to direct their forces more definitely, 
'I hoy prol>ab',y know wliai they are doing arid 
we would not (luestion their judgment or mo- 
tive. Personally, however, I think they will 
make a mistake when they draw the line of 
division between their work and that of the 
church as abarply as Is predicted. This is a 
day of increasing oonvergence on the part of 
those working for a common cause rather than 
of divergent*. 

Dr. Mackenzie in conclusion admitted 
that the church had certainly felt the 
benefit of the army's experience and that 
the members who worked for both brought 
good into both.

The Pacific Mail steamer Colon arrived 
yesterday morning from Panama and way 
ports with quite a number of passengers 
and a big cargo of freight. Among the pas- 
sengers was (jciieral FiladcUo Castillos, one 
of Antonio Ezeta's officers, and a warm 
personal ffiend of the exiled Salvadoran. 

When seen on the steamer General Cas- 
tillos declined to be interviewed and as 
soon as the vessel was doclved he left the 
Mail wharf for the California Hotel to call 
on Antonio. Despite the fact that Castil- 
los had been in the foremost Tank of 
F^zeta's fig'hters, no attempt was made to 
apprehend him after (jutierre/. g'lt iu 
power. This fact would seem to throw 
doubt on the statements made by Antonio 
regarding the persecution of his friends in 
Salvador. Letters which the deposed gen- 
eral received from his native land stated 
that Salvador was flowing with the blood 
of his former adherents. There has never 
tieen any confirmation of these stories, and 
the officers on the Colon stated that every- 
thing was quiet in i^alvadur when the 
steamer left La Libcriad. F/eta has al- 
ways maintained that he would return to 
Salvador and remove tj ui ierrez iium power, 
and the arrival of CastiUos may have some 
bearing on his plot.

Deceased located iri Alameda twenty-five 
years ago and was elected n member of the 
twenty-third sesssion of the Legislature. 
He was retained as counsel for Sarah 
Althea Hill in her attempt to prove a con- 
tract marriage with the late Senator 
Sharon, from which he derived consider- 
able proiuinencc-. His greatest coup in 
that trial was the joke he played on <jeii- 
eral Barnes, which cost the latter |25,000. 
Barnes paid McLaughlin, aclerk in Tyler's 
(illiee, the ai.iive mentioned sum toab-^tract 
the oii.uii;al of a contract bi'tweeu Tyler 
and Gumuel from the Judge's desk. If 
the contract had been genuine it would 
have demolished Sarah Althea's ca«e, as it 
contained a clause showing that r.iiiii|iel 
believed the marriage contract a forgery. 

General Barnes obtained the money from 
Sharon and a "tip" was giyen the retainers 
to be on hand, and here the bombshell 
dropped into the enemy's camp exploded. 
After fJeueral Barnes had detailed the 
story Tyler arose, perfectly unconcerned, 
anil declared the whole thing a clever trici< 
liy which the general bad been du|ied. 
This, of course, exploded the sensation, but 
it proved the boomerang that led to bis 
disliarment. 

Dr. Merry stated ycsterdav that Judge 
Tyler's death was attributed to diabetes 
militis. Deceased was recently taken down 
with the grii) and the r.iulady fastened it- 
self on his kidneys and other vital organs, 
which was followed by blood poisoning. 
Aside from this he suffered from a wound 
received at the election of the first Presi- 
dent Harrison in \'cniic>iit, when he wa- 
shot in the left heel. This, wound occa- 
sionally broke forth anew and gave him 
considerable trouble. 

He leaves a widow, two sons and two 
daughters. The date of the funeral has not 
been decided upuu, as the arrival of his 
son, William B. Tyler, of Seattle, Wash., 
and Mrs. C. L. Mastick of Portland, Or., is 
expected to-iiay.

rudgeM orrow of the United States Dis- 
trict Court is now sick at his home in San 
Rafael, and nothing will be done until be 
recovers.

But Mr. Searles Repudiated Alt His 

Fine Promises— Secretary 
Uhler's Report. 



There will be two courts of inquiry in 
the Spreckcls slander ca«e this morninj;. 
One of these trih-,::ials will hold court in 
the ofiices of I>i-lma.< i Shortridize, with C. 
A. Spreckels on the witnc-^-staiul ; the 
Other will sit in the office of Kuthchild & 
Ach, 303 California street, with CUus 
Spreckels as the principal witness. There 
was a disagreement as to the mode of to- 
day's procedure between opposing counsel 
yesterday afternoon, and Attorney Ach 
threatened legal proceedings for contempt 
if Claus Spreckels does not appear in re- 
sponse to the snbpena serred on him by 
order of the court. 

Durinp yesterday's inquiry the report of 
Secretary Uhler of the Philadelphia Supar 
Refinery was held in the hau'is of Giis 
Spreckels, and on this he was ijuestioned 
and cross-questioned at great length with- 
out disclosing anything more lucid or def- 
inite in the matter at issue, namely, his 
aoconnt with his father, the defendant, 
than was learned during the inquiry on 
Tuesday. The witness, after much ques- 
tioning, admitted that Mr. Uhler's account 
as given and the letter bearing on the sub- 
ject were both erroneous to some extent. 

Considerable time was taken up in di»- 
cu?sin<r the question of adjournment. It 
had b'"-e!i arranu'i-d that the takini: of C. A. 
bprei kols' deposition should be concluded 
^•esteiday or last night, and that 
the taking of Claus Spreckels' deposi- 
tion should be begun to-day at 10 a. m., 
but the witness thus far examined has 
declined to answer so many important 
questions that the attorneys for Claus 
Spreckels find themselves compelled to 
ambmit many of the interrogatories to the 
ruling of the court. This they desire to do 
to-day and thereby end the deposition of 
C. A. Spreckels. But the attorneys for the 
tatter wouid not agree to this and inti- 
mated that it was merely a trick to block 
the taking of Claus .s^preckels' deposition 
to-day or at any time in the future. 
Therefore, as the two sides could not agree, 
the notary wlio isstied the subpenas for the 
inquiry was appealed to. He immediately 
settled the dispute by adjourning the in- 
quiry and further taking of C. A. Spreck- 
els' deposition until 10 A. M. to-day. That 
is also the hour set for taking the deposi- 
tion of Claus Spreckels, and Attorney Ach, 
with his witness and notary, will start an 
opposition inqoiry at his own office, with 
either himself or his law partner as inter- 
looitor. 

The inquiry yesteiday afternoon began 
with certain oirertures said to have been 
made by the witness in relation to an ef- 
fort made by him |to start an opposition 
sugar refinery. Mr. Shortridge said: 

I believe yon stated yesterday that yon made 
atriptoZoiopeinlSSa. Was that yoor tesU- 
monyT 

It was. 

Vpon yonr retnm did yon call on J. E. 
Searles Jr. of New YorkT 

I don't remember that I called on him at 
that time. 1 did call on him after I made a 
joamey to California and returned. I had 
many interriew.*. 

At that time were you a stockholder in the 
American Su^r Refineries CompanyY 

I y;&s. 

At that tirae, or dnrinz these interviews, did 
you demand ni Mr. Searle'^ that- you be taken 
care of hy ilie ,\inerii'^n iiupftr llcfineries (.'om- 
pany, aiiH «s a reason for .-u' h a demand did 
you -ay ihat y.iu liad made nothing out of the 
deal ('i thv >pro< kels l^ugar Uefiiiery sale In 
I*liiladt-l; hia, and did you say that if you were 
not taken care ui you would make disclosures 
hurtful TO Searles or the corporation whleu he 
at that time represented? 

I will 8tate that I positivelv deny any such 
demand or request from Mr. Searles or any one 
ebc. 

Durinpr these interviews did you demand of 
him ceriain statements of the American .Sujtar 
llefineries Company, and did you state that 
unless vour requests were complied with yon 
would make anezpoaeof the sale of the ^neck- 
els Sugar Refinery to him or the company he 
represented? 

I don't recall asking him for any statement 
and I deny that Ijv any threat or Innuendo I 
sought to convey to Mr. i^arles the effect of 
the question put. 

Do you know whether Mr. HoSacker, your 
brother-in-law, called on Mr. Searles about 
Jnly 28, 1893, and made a demand oa him that 
you and be be taken care of by the American 
Blisar Refineries Company ? 

Idon't know what Mr. HoSacker might have 
done or might not have done. 

Oaring the interviews with Mr. Searles did 
yon say to him or make the proposition that 
Sttless you received some compensation, unless 
yon were taken care of by him or by the eom- 
]^y which he le^esented, that you- would 
organise a susar' company in Piultddphla, 
loaning your naaie— the name «( BttterfaU 
toltr 

I did not 

^ere followed a series of questions and 
indefinite answers relating to alleged 
threats by C. A. Spreckels to organize a 
sngar-retinine company and float the stock 
in New York City, with the name of 
Bpieckels attached, right under the noaes 
of the Searles and HaremeyerB. Hr. 
Shortridge said : 

6o as to end this matter, and to avoid leavlnc 
•ay part of it untouched by question, I wiU 
ask you if a proposition such as I have named 
Was made by you to Mr. Searles? 

■ The question was objected to by Mr. Ach. 
who instructed the witness that he need not 
answer unless he wanted to. 6us, how- 
erer, replied by making th« following 
statement: 

When 1 was in Europe I received a letter from 
a prominent gentleman in Philadelphia, in 
which he asked me whether 1 would come 
back and establish, together with himself and 
a number of friends, a .sugar refinery, to which 
I replied that my health at that particular mo- 
ment would not permit me to engage In any 
business whatsoever; that I would see him 
upon my reiurn from Europe, I saw the gen- 
tleman and told him that at the present mo- 
ment, with the uucertalniy in the tariff, and the 
pouibility of adverse legislation, 1 did not think 
ft was a pro r*r time to engage in theenterprlse; 
that later on perhaps I may be able to join him 
in such an enterprise. When I went to New 
York, and after my return from San Francisco, 
during one of my interviews with Mr. Searles. 
the question arose as to another reflnerv. I 
informed hiia that parties wore ready to' put 
up money for a large ]>lar.t and had offered me 
a position, or rather, the management of such 
an lastitadon. Mr. Searles begged me to try 
and head off the opposition If I conld, and 
stated to me that If I would do so he would 
show me a way by which I eonld make mnch 
more money In the shares of the American 8nv 
gar Refineries Company than I could pomlbly 
make in engaging In business. He suted to me 
that they were abont to form a pool in the 
stock; that is, he, and I believe Bteve White 
and Jim Keene, would be connected with 
the pool. By "Steve White" I mean 
a prominent Stoker of Hew York. Beariea 
■tated that if I woBld do what ha vsqnesled be 
would take care of me, and said to me forther- 
more that the sum which I miffhtbe able to 
make would be in the neighbni iiood of half a 
million dollars. I told him thai I did not tare 
to invest any monev, whf-reii|ion he said: 
'•Well, to insure your f"od iuitli in tiie matter 
I think you ought to invest, sav, at least if 100,- 
DOO." I agreed with him. 1 agreed to ad- 
rance iflOO,0(K) to the jool. If I could manage 
It. 1 went back to Phlladephla and told the 
parlies that I would prefer not tu enter Into 
!he business in opposiliou to the trust, and 
Uuraby I %aashed the enterprise. Xhe matter 



hung for some time, during which I had many 
interviews with .Mr. Searles touching this sub- 
ject. He kept putting me off after frequent in- 
quiries as to when rliis pool was to be formed, 
and one day tolil me that he had reconsidered 
the matter, and thouitht that they would not 
carrv it out. To this 1 replied to Mr. Searles 
that'l considered his action contemptible. I 
rose from my seat, left the oBoe, and have 
never seen Mr. Searles since. 

This was followed by a long line of qnea- 
tioning on the safne siibject, in which refer- 
ence was made to C. .V. Spreckels' desire 
to make money in the Bugar business, 
either on the side of the trust or as an op- 
position. The matter ot corrosiiondence 
bv witness with his brother, Rudolf Spreck- 
els, was inquired into. This correspond- 
ence referred to the formation of the pro- 
posed pool, and the matter of C. A. Spreck- 
els investinc in it and heading off the op- 
position. In this connection Mr. Short- 
ridge asked : 

Did you inform yonr brother that Mr. Searles 
or those associated with him would oarrystpok 
for you to your great profit, because yon naa 
been instrumental In preventing a new; com- 
pany starting in Philadelphia? 

It is possible that i did. 

Did vou at any time say to Mr. Searles that If 
vou were not taken care of yon would go to 
t-altfornia and get letters which would be 
damaging to the Searles ABavemeyer inter- 
ests? 

1 did not. As stated before, I never made 
any demand on Searles or Havem^er. 

The matter of an accounting for the 
$•2,250,000, received by C. A. Spreckels for 

his father from the sale of the sugar refin- 
ery stoc'-:, was again referred to. In this 
connection the witness stated $100,000,000 
baa passed throuf^h his hands while he 
acted as vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Philadelphia Refinery. 

"The witness held in his hand a written 
report, which he said was made from the 
books of the Spreckels Sugar Refinery 
Company by its secretary, Mr. Uhler. The 
document was not submitted for record, 
but the witness gave the following fignies 
as the suostancc of the report: 

Received bv C, A. Spreckels for stock of the 
company sold, $2,250,000. Dfibnised for 
Claus Spreckels, $906,706, paid Into the cor- 
poration in order to bring the assets up to the 
specified amount of f5,000,000 ; paid to the 
I iiited States Trust Company $570,000 for the 
redemption of certain collaterals placed there 
by Claus Spreckels and owned bynim; sent to 
l<«a Francisco for Claus Spreckels liabilities 
there, SttiO.OOO; commissions paid for a loan 
of $1,(,HX),000, $75,000; amount which C. A. 
Sprccki ls said he never received, but which 
wa*^ iransit-rred on the books of the companv 

; to the credit of Olaus Spreckels. ^il,')0,000; paid 
to the United States Trust i^onipanv as commis- 
sion for acting as trustees. ifiiioO, making a 

I total of $'J,lti4,20<). This left a shortage of 
wliich the witness said was nearly idl 
exT'Oiuled in the payment of interest on vanons 
debts owed by Claus Spreckels. 

In answer to questions concerning this 

accounting the witness said : 

The ^^To 'Kiii ;n-!;:«i..ii paid out for the 
secnrini.' '.•■ii:. si.oiKi.OOO was an abso- 
lute n^^ "--:!y at ihat tiui'-. and my father fully 
i ap|'r>'Vfd of niy action in the niaiicr. 

.Vficr more questions and answers to the 
' fame purpose the matter of adjournment 
i was brought up and caused considerable 
argument on both sides. Mr. .Shortridge 
desired to continue the examination of C. 
A. Spreckels this morning at 10 o'clock, 
and to have the case of the slander suit as- 
signed and the unanswered questions in 
the deposition submitted for the ruling of 
the cotirt, and in that way dispose of 
the evidence of the present witness 
before the deposition of Claus Spreckels 
should be taken in hand. He suggested 
that he and Mr. Ach should meet this 
morning at 9:30, or between the hours of 
12 X. and 2 F. M., to agree on the proposed 
mode of procedure and apply for an assign- 
ment of the case and bearing' oi the points 
of law on the imanswered questions. 

Attorney Ach declined tne proposition, 
and in doing so said : 

It will not suit me at all. I will proceed ac- 
i cording to arrangement to take the deposition 
I of Claus Spreckels until such time as the exam- 
ination of C. A. Spreckels can be resumed. I 
1 desire to question Claus Spreckels concerning 
' books, accounts and letters connected with the 
Philadelphia Sugar Seftnenr Compimy, and I 
' propose to do so at the time set— Thnnday, 
j April II, at 10 A. M. 

j This brought the matter to a point 
1 where some kind of arbitration was neces- 
sary. Notary Iievy, who issued the 
subpenas and swore the witness, was sent 
for. When he appeared Mr. Shortridge 
stated his position and request. The no- 
tary responded by adjourning the inquiry 
nhtil 10 o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Ach made a vigorous protest and 
stated that he should expect Claus 
Spreckels at his office at the same hour. 
He threatened to bring proceedings for 
contempt if the witness fails to appear 
with the books, accounts and letters called 
for in the snbpena. He made the game 
threat against Mr. Shortridge and Kottty 
Levy.

The Presbytery to I'rge the Organisa- 
tion of a Bonday-Sohool Instl- 
tat*. 



The Presbytery held two senfams yester^ 
day. It adjourned from Westininater 
Church to the Presbyterian miailon at 990 
Sacramento .street. 

The morning session was taken up with 
the consideration of 8abt)ath-schoul work, 
and it was rinally agreed to invite all tlio 
.superintendents and teachers to meet with 
the Presbytery at an early date and co- 
operate with the pastors in the advance- 
ment of this work. 

Dr. Minton made a spirited speech in 
which he criticized the work of the Bab- 
bath-school conventions, and said that 
they were made un of froth. He believed 
in quiet systematic work in connection 
with the schools. Rev. F. R. Farrand, 
Rev. E. J, Matheny and Rev. H. F. BeWer 
spoke in encouraging terms of the Stinday- 
school, and urged that everv effort be put 
forth by the pastors to maintain and im- 
prove it if possible npon tne high standard 
that the prio'i work had reacherf.

MIXIHO ISUSI WITH CEMSHT. 



Bl8 Returns From a Small Invest- 
ment by the Chief 
Enfflnear. 



The result of O. J. Btilwell's investiga- 
tion in connection with the building of the 
foundation of the new union depot at the 
foot of Market street will be laid before the 
Grand Jury to-day, it having been pre- 
viously submitted to Governor Budd. Mr. 
Stilwell was instructed to tind out whether 
any fraud had been committed in any 
manner, either in the character or quality 
of materials furnished or in the way in 
which the materials had been used. He 
was instructed to find out with as much 
certainty as possible who the person or 
persons were who had committed such 
fraud, if snchfrand existed. 

The investigation had its inception in a 
communication addressed to E. W. Wain- 
wrights|a member of the Grand Jury. The 
letter was anonymous, but it was after- 
ward ascertained that it was written by 
Alfred 8. Moore of this city. The letter 
was dated January 2, ISl>5, and stated 
broadly that although it was possible tliat 
the irauds were cleverlv concealed, it was 
hoped that investigation might bring them 
to light. In his letter Mr. Moore said : 

The people of this State were asked to vote 
for a so-called union depot under an act pro- 
viding for the expenditure of $600,000, as per 
estimates of the engineer of the Beard of Har- 
bor Commissioners, and we are now given to 
understand that such estimates were at least 
^'>00,000 in error, aad that the coat will exceed 
$1,000,000. 

Mr. Moore recited in bis letter the ad- 
vertising for the bids for the construction 
of the foundation, and declared that when 
the bids were opened for the contract the 
tirra of Bateman Bros, was found to be 
the lowest bidder, but that it was declared 
incapable of doing the work, and that uuou 
that ground the board readvertised for 
bids, when the San Francisco Bridge Com- 
pany was found to be the lowest bidder and 
was awarded the contract. 

Howard C. Holmes, the engineer of the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners, was 
ronndly scored by Mr. Moore and practi- 
cally declared to be incompetent and dis- 
honest. Mr. M<iore went over the history 
of the cable railroad in 1889 and 1890, in i 
which he was interested. He declared that 
Mr. Holmes, who was the trusted engineer, 
.'•constructed the road and equipment in i 
such a faulty manner, cither th.nniph lack' 
of capacity or otherwrise, that it was im- | 
possible to' make use of it for any number 
of days consecutively, and finally in about 
a vear had to be torn up as worlfiless." ! 

^Ir. Moore also declari'd tliat Mr. Holmes : 
used most of his time attending to private 
matters and t hat it was due to his negli- 
gence that the Fremont-.«treet wharf fell 
in and that the Powell-street wharf is now 
in a bad condition. He al.-o declared that 
the asphalt laid on the State property at 
the foot of Market street is foil of ponds 
and puddles as tiie result of fatQ^ en- 
gineering. , 

Mr. Moore said definitely that Mr. ' 
Holmes while the trusted engfneer of the 
railroad as above "drew down" rebate on ! 
material purchased as a consideration for i 
recommending special material, and asked : ' 

May this not he the case in his service to ' 
the stale on the princii-le tliat a man wlio : 
woulrl once do so would do so in evi-ry in.jance 
or oi'portunity tlint offered. I'; ii nor fjerier 
to be satislied whether such irregularities exist ■ 
now than lo regret it later?

less, and were prepared at the time the pur- 
chase was made to furnish cement at 10 cents 
per barrel less, their cement would not pass 
the Inspection of this man Holmes. 

It was upon this communication that 
the investigation was based, and Mr. Stil- 
well in his report declares the questions at 
issue to be: 

1 — ^The ability or incoinpetency as a civil 
engineer of Howard C. Holmes, Chief Eik- 
gineer of the Board of Habor Commis- 
sioners. 

2— The questions of honest dealings of 
said Howard C. Holmes, and whether he 

has used his official position as a means of 
dishonesty, enriching himself at tiie ex- 
pense of the State, anU 

3— The character and qnality of the 
material used in the construction of the 
said depot building. 

The charges made against Mr. Holmes 
by Mr. Moore are by Mr. Stilwell naturally 
resolved into the conclusion as to whether 
or not Mr. Holmes is qualified to serve as 
chief engineer of the State Board of Harbor 
Commissioners, although Mr. Stilwell ad- 
mits that the decision of such a matter is 
outside of the subject entrusted to him for 
investigation. 

The specifications for the building of the 
frjuiidations of the approacii to the ferry 
filil'S N'os. 2, 3, 4, 5 and 0, on the water front 
of this city, are quoted in the report and 
parallels drawn between the specification 
and the allegations made by Mr. Moore. 
The rigorous provisions rc^rarding the 
character and quality of the material and 
the fact that Howard C. Holmes is made 
the sole judge of the quality of all material 
to be used and the character of all labor to 
be performed are considered important 
facts in connection with the investigation 
according to the report. 

The removal of old work, the mixing of 
cement, the provision for the arches and 
vaults and the manner of the building of 
the centers are all touched upon, showing 
that all these things were completely 
under Mr. Holmes' stipervision. The sec- 
tions of the Political Code referring to the 
duties of the chief engineer of the Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners are quoted 
at length and their provisions contrasted 
with the charges made by Mr. Moore. 

The report declares that this investiga- 
tion has been hedged about with some in- 
surmountable obstacles owing to the fact 
tb\t while it was deemed advisable that it 
should be conducted secretly Senator 
Gleaves, chairman of a Legisfative com- 
mittee, and Engineer Donohoe almost at 
the same time began public investigations. 

The men on the works were afraid to 
talk about the merits of the suit, lest they 
should lose their positions, and the testi- 
mony of the discharged men carried natu- 
rally the supposition of bias. An investi- 
gation of the records of deeds in the City 
and County Recorder's office led to the 
conclusion ' that rock coming from the 
property of the chief engineer of the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners has entered very 
largely into the -foundation of the new 
depot building. 

This fact, says the report, coupled with the 
statement of Gray Brothets' foreman, that they 
could not work their present rock-breaking 
plant without the Holmes lot, on the southwest 
corner of Sansome and Green streets, would 
show that the property which the San Fran- 
cisco Bridge Company conveyed to Howard c. 
Holmes for an alleged nominal consideration 
about the time they were to bid on the work 
for the depot foundation, has been ex- 
tremely valuable to i.ray Hrolhers. sutv 
contractors of the Pan i'rancisco Bridge 
Company, who for a long time have l)epn using 
the rock and property that the .said Howard c. 
Holmes almost immediately after obtaining 
transferred lo his wife as a gift. 

Mrs. Holmes, wife of the engineer, says that 
while the lot on^Iie sotiihwest (Mtrner of Sail- 
some aioi <ireon streets stands in her name it 
really tieloncs to her htishand. ."She says that 
the iiroperty has Ijeen leased to Cray Bros, on a 
three years' lease, whith (xj. ires" September 
next, at a monthly rental of ^-yS'i. She also 
informs me that she had given another lease 
to Gray Bros, for two additional vears 
at a rental of $50 per month. " blie 
does not remember what Hr. Holmes paid 



for the property, but speaks oi tne rental as 
giving a handsome return on the investment. 
"It <s interesting to note," continues the re- 
port, "that this lot, needed to Holmes for a 
nominal oonsiderat i'^n, prior to that transfer > 
was held ata valuiiilon of ^^17 000. Alfred 8. 
Moore, who says that he is familiar with land 
values, declares that he wouid to-day pay 
^'20,000 for this same properly if he could 
make as favorable terms for disposing of the 
remainder of the rock on it as is enjoyed by 
Holmes. 

Samples of the rock were submitted with 
the report, which declared that in several 
places pieces of rock larger than the 
specifications required were found. The 
report also says that the work is being 
rushed rapidly, and that the samples 
selected do not agree with the re- 
quirements of the specifications; that 
the rock is not clear and appears to be of 
an inferior quality : that much mud and 
dirt can be seen in the broken rock coming 
from the chutes at Gray lirolhcrs' rock- 
breaker; that there arc no evidences of the 
washing of the rock, which is taken damp 
from the quarry. Comparison between 
the rock used by Gray Brothers on the 
depot foundation with other blue rock used 
for similar work in the city shows that cer- 
tain specimens forwarded with the report 
clearly fail to meet the requirements. 

Marsden Manson, a civil engineer under 
whose direction much of the seawall was 
built, states that the b'iaetrap rock used 
was from the quarry on Dotiglass street, 
near Twenty-fifth, and, des^te the long 
haul, the contractor made a profit. G. E. 
j Grunsky, the well-known civil engineer, 
; says there are many kind? of rock in the 
I quarry used by Gray Bros.— some of it 
very good. An inspection of the quarry 
shows that the rock remaining on the lot 
owned by Mrs. Holmes is not as hard as 
that in the street or on the lot owned by 
Grnv Bros. 

With reference to the cement, the speci- 
fications are quoted and the report of 
Lieutenant Ktihn as to its tensile strength. 
Lieutenant Kuha declared that his tests 
jirove that the cement, which cost the 
State 10 cents i>er barrel iimre than was 
necessary, shows great weakness and "on 
a seven-day test shows a loss of strength 
instead of a gain, as is usually the case." 
Lieutenant Kuhn h.tving tested indiscrimi- 
nate samjiies of the cement being used 
declares that the samples submitted "must 
have suffered deterioration either from 
age or exposure to moisture, inasmuch as 
it was full of lumps." 

The loss in tensile strength of the cement 
used by Gray Brothers in the building of 
the foundation is clearly demonstrated by 
technical reports, and in the second test 
showed an inferiority of .t32 i_iounils to the 
square inch with the cement turnislii d for 
experiments by Grace & ("o., which had 
been offered to the State. The report says: 
'I'hese several tests prove conclusively that 
althongh the cement used in the piers and 
archlfigs of thi' depot foundaii^fU iimy have 
b'.-eii furnished this State as provided lor by the 
specifications there has been somethiiifj radi- 
cally wrong with the material. There is notli- 
liitr in the spccitications under consideration 
which calls for any test of the strength or qual- 
ity of the cement. 

"In the coiirsr of my investigation," reports 
Mr. .Stliivell. "I was informed Ihat Dion in the 
employ of Gray Bros, were in the habit of ei- 
tracting one-third of the cement from all bar- 
rels received and replacing the tops on said 
barrels after doing so. foreign cement Is 
packed in the barrels by hydraulic pressure, 
for the purpose of reducing hulk to a nnii:- 
mum. the two-thirds still n miiining in h 
barrel could easily be shaken ami loosi in a so 
as to again fill the barrel. Thus, on a piece of 
work requiring say 3tH) bairels of cement only 
200 actual barrels would be used. In investi- 
gating this charge I have f^innd men who were 
ready to say that thev knew this kind of work 
had oeen going on from the fact that they 
could not make a given quantity of cement go 
as far 88 it should and that when they drew at- 
tention to this tbcy were told, with a wink, 
that contracts were being taken at very low 
figures these days." 

It is also stated that the proportions of 
one part of the cement to one part of sand 
were not carried out, and that a tine pow- 
der or dust wliich is formed in large quan- 
tities in the breaking of the rock at Gray 
Bios." quarry, and which closely resembles 
I'urilan J ceiiieiu, has actually been placed 
in barrels and mixed with cement and 
used as an adiilterntion of the imported 
article. The asphalt flooring over section 
1 of the foundation is declared to be im- 
perfectly done and to show a series of de- 
pressions of the most pronounced charac- 
ter. The ages of the piers from which 
Senator Greaves took samples of concrete, 
are given. 

A conversation between Contractor Mat- 
tingly and Engineer Holmes, said to have 
occurred prior to the letting of the con- 
tract, is verv interesting. According to 
the report Ma'ttingly said: "Holmes, I am 
figuring on this contract. There is a great 
deal of work in connection with it and I 
am trving to get it. If my bid is the low- 
est 1 intend to get the work. Now, tell 
me, is this straight business? Because, if 
everything is cut and dried I would like to 
know it now, in order that I may not go to 
a whole lot of trouble uiiuecessarily." 

To this Holmes is said to have replied: 
"Well, lo be candid with you, you need 
not bid for it." Mattingly did not bid. 

In conclusion the report declares that 
the expediency of a thorough practical in- 
vestigation is apparent and that Howard 
C. Holmes, acting as chief engineer of the 
Board of State Harbor Coinmi.ssioners, 
contrary to the law and jiublic policy, has 
had an inti n -t in the work as alleged in 
the complaint made to the Grand Jury.

The Gang Rounded Up Near 
the Mail Dock, but Only 
TWO Were Caught.

Guardians of the peace badly desecrated 
the peace on Tuesday afternoon in the 
vicinity of the Mail Dock, and fbr a short 
time the air was punctored by flying 
bullets which wliiitled over honaetops and 
buried tkemaelvea in the fastnesses ot Rin- 
con Hill. 

A gang of young water-front thieves 
were at work on Captain Bingham's light- 
ers in China basin, and three of them were 
rounded up by Captain Frank Anderson 
and handed over to the police, \vhile the 
Mail Dock detectives went in quest of 
three more. Three officers were in charge 
of Anderson's captives:, but Joe Adams, 
the most desperate of the gang, who is 
wanted for burglary, got away. 

Thomas Gardiner, a clerk in the employ 
ot Bingham, learned that Adams was on 
one of the barges, and he forthwith- ran 
aroimd to the basin and called upon the 
thief to give himself up. Adams jumped 
up on the dock, at which Gardiner grasped 
him gingerly bv the sleeve with his thumb 
and forefinger 'and told him that he was 
arrested. 

"Then," said Mr. Oarliner, "1 blew my 
whistle to Officer Bob Cockrill, who was 
sitting down some distance away. Bob 
never movedi and the follow walked along 
with me a short distance, when he gave u 
sudden jerk and then he was gone. I 
called him back to give him four-bits for 
his good work, but he would not come." 

Captain Anderson knew the haunt.s of 
the tliieves, and as soon as he heard nf the 
case he went after Adams. He found liim 
in company with Bill Tiilly and Bob Grif- 
fiths, and covering the three with his gun 
he marched them to Second and Townsend 
streets, where stood Corporal Cockrill, Of 
fleer .loe Maguire and another policeman. 
At this time a boat with three more of the 
gang ran up on the beach in China Basin 
and Anderson went after the men. The 
young thieves darted up the bank and went 
down Brannan street pellmell and turned 
into first. Anderson hred three shots into 
the air and at the same moment two shots 
rang out from behind. Adams had slipped 
his handcuffs and was off like a deer, Omcer 
Maguire liriiig two shots after him. The 
three men of whom Anderson was in pur- 
suit ran up Kincon Hill and got away. 
But the ollicial grip was tightened on Tvilly 
and Grifiith and they Were taken to the 
Southern station.
